SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 


CAUSE OF THE PRESENT TEOUBLE WHICH MAY 
LEAD TO SEPARATION. 

BEeRLix, March 2%.—The trouble between 
Sweden and Norway has been brewing so 
long that it may be interesting to know just 
what the causes are. Norway, which has the 
third largest mereantile marine in Europe, 
desires to appoint her own foreign consuls. 
The Swedish Government declaresthat this 
proposal must be submitted to a combine 
counsel of the Norwegian and Swedish Miais- 
ters. The Norwegians replay that they desire 
first to arrive at a upanimons decision among 
themselves and are afterward willing 
to negotiate with Sweden. Boern- 
son, who takes the Norwegian 
side, states that during the past fifty years 
Sweden has constantly overridden Norwegian 
opinion in the management of foreign af- 
fairs. In 1890, to take the last instance, 
sweden abandoned the common 
commercial treaties of the two 
countries with foreign powers with- 
out consulting Norway. The genera) 
principle involved is the interpretation of 
the act of union which gives Sweden the ini- 
tlative in ‘‘affairs that concern both king- 
doms.'” The Norwegians maintain that such 
affairs are only those specially designated in 
the act of union, and that Sweden has con- 
Stantly been extending the operation of the

Union Pacific Stockholders Want & H. 
¥ Clark Ousted. : 

SOME INTERESTING DEVELOPMENTS EX- 
PECTED AT THE APRIL ELECTION. 


The Northern and Union Pacific Rivalry— 
Lease of the Stickney System — Ex- 
tension of the Great Northern—False 
Rumors Denied—The New York & New 
England’s New Genorh] Manager. 


New Yor«, March 26.~Rumors of changes 
to be made in the Board of Directors of the 
Union Pacific Railway«have for some weeks 
been current inthis city and Boston. When 
first heard they were said to have arisen from 
aneffort making by an.owner of coal mines 
in Colorado to cbtain proxies in order to se- 
cure low rates of transportation, Recently, 
however, it has ‘been known that this was a 
very small element in the matter. Since the 
return of what is known as the Gould 
party to the control jof the road, the 
appoifitment of Mr. 8S. H. H. Clark Vice- 
President*and General Manager of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Rallway to a likeeposition in the 
Union Pacific, has been complained of by 
those not identified with that party, and 
especially by the foreign interests which rep- 
resent about one-third of the stock. These 
interests are said by those in the position to 
know to have as yet taken no step nor formed 
any definite plan ofaction. They are waiting 
to throw their influence and votes with what- 
ever party may be likely to guard their wel- 
fare. The impression is general and appar- 
ently well founded that change in manage- 
ment wl result from the Aprii election either 
by compromise or by the use of proxies of 
foreign nes 

None of the NewfYork directors were willing 
to-day to give information or express opinions 
astothe outcome. Mr. George Gould, how- 
ever, said that it wasnot true that his 
father had sold most ofhis Union Pacific 
stock, inspite ofassertions that only 2,000 
shares of stock stood in Mr. Jay Gould’s 
name. He said that those figures were far be- 
low his father’s actual holding of stock and 
that he had also still aconsiderable amount 
in the collateral trust notes. 


RIVAL RAILWAYS. 


NORTHERN AND UNION PACIFIC CONTEST~THE 
STICKNEY SYSTEM. 


NEw YORK, March 26.—President Thomas F. 
Oakes of the Northern Pacific. Railway ar- 
rived inthis city yesterday after a prolonged 
and exhaustive inspection of the lines of that 
system and will make his report to the direc- 
tors who the other day adjourned their meet- 
ing pending hisreturn, — 

' Mr. Oakes appears to be in good health, but 
is decidedly thinnerthan when he left New 
York. When seen at his office down town he 
made running comments on some of the dis- 


quieting rumors about the Northern Pacific 
which were floating abuut Wali gtreet, where 
the preferred stocks of. the company were 
declining. Hesaid: ‘‘The contest for some 
$200,000 between the Northern Pacificand the 
Union Pacific is In the courtsnow. We have 
taken the initiative and sted the Union Pa- 
cific for. an-accounting. The dispute arises 
from differences in the interpretation of a 
contract. 

‘*‘Itisnot possible for the Great Northern 
Co. to build its Pacific coast extension before 
Nov. 1, but it may be completed’in twelve 
months from Aprill. The country through 
which the line is projected is hitherto inac- 
cessible territory, with no population and no 
business. In other words, the Great North- 
ern will have to pursue the course originally 
pursued by the Northern Pacific and build up 
its own territory. The only new competition 
between the two lines will be at Spokane 
Falls and Seattle. Weare satisfied that the 
increase of business at both places will more 
than compensate the Northern Pacific for 
business that the Great Northern will secure. 
This has been the experience of the Northern 
Pacific at Helena and elsewhere, where the 
two lines have met in competition. 

‘*It is evident that the extension of its lines 
to the Pacific coast wasa necessityfor the 
Great Northern. Its undertaking is the best 
possible indorsement of the wisdom of the 
construction of the Northern Pacific. It is 
believed the construction of the Great North- 
ern to the Pacific coast will prove a success, 
but itisa poorargument on the partof the 
promoters of that scheme to seek to push the 
work by attempts to injure the value of 
Northern Pacific securities. 

‘*‘The Northern Pacific has cash on hand 
always to meet its current obligations. Any 
statement that it has not is simply bear 
twaddle.’’

STREET CAR MEN POSITIVELY IDENTIFY

The police are still working on the Tesson 
case, trying to clear up the mystery sur- 
rounding the man’s identity and the partic- 
ulars of the shooting, It wag pretty well es- 
tablished yesterday afternoon that Tesson 
was in Forest Park last Tuesday night and 
that the shooting was done there by himself. 
Patrick Maxwell, the car starter atthe For- 
rest Park terminus of the Lindell Railway 
Co’s. Chouteau avenue electric line, 
heard a couple of pistol 
shoots in the park just south 
of the Clayton road Tuesday night, and a 
few minutes later a man bDieeding from a 
wound inthe head came from the direction 
of the shooting, and boarded thecar of Con- 
ductor Ed Wiiliamsonand Walter Daggett. 
That was the last Mr. Maxwell saw of him, 
but he is certain, from the description pub- 
lished of Frank Tesson, that he is 
the man he saw in Forest Park 
last Tuesday night. But if further 
evidence is desired, it is furnished by Con- 
ductor Williamson and Motorman Daggett. 
They reported to the police yesterday after- 
noon that they carried the stranger with the 
bloody head from Forest Park to Fourteenth 
and Poplar streets, where he left the car, 
having expressed a desire to be 
let of at the Lindell House, 
on that corner. They didn’t notice 
whether he went into the hotel or not, but 
there is no doubt nowthat a few minutes 
after he left the car he called at the Leland 
Hotel on Twelfth and Poplar streets and ap~ 


» plied for lodgings. He washed his head there. 


but there being no vacant room in the house, 
he went across the street to the O’ Neill House 
and obtained a room there. 
POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED. 

Conductor Williamson and Motorman Dag- 
gett accompanied Detective Allender to the 
City Hospital yesterday afternoon, and as 
soon as they saw Tesson they declared that 
he was the man who had ridden from Forest 
Park to the corner of Fourteenth and Poplar 
streets last Tuesday night and the 
man whom Starter Maxwell suspected 
of having shot himself just before he 
gotonthecar. Whenasked that night how 
he had hurt himself, the man answered that 
he had fallen against a stick of wood—the 
same story that he has told at different times 
since he was sent to the City Hospital from 
O’Neill’s Hotel last Wednesday morning. 
There is no doubt, however, that the wound 
in his head was produced by a ball from 
a pistol, and not by a stick of wood,aud there 
is very little doubt, the police say, that the 
shot was fired by himself. When taken from 
the O’ Neill Hotel a pistol was found on him 


and two ofthe chambers were empty. De- 
tective Allender, who is working on the case, 
says that there is no doubt in his mind what-

He Blew His Brains Out With a Shotgun— 
The Inquest To- Day. 

William Clark, general manager of the 
Glendale Quarry Co., ina fit of despondency 
blew his brains out witha shotgun yesterday 
morning at the home of Henry Davis, 
No. 45 Montrose avenue.

WaASHINGTOS, D.C. March 2%.—The Wash- 
ington correspondent ofa New York paper 
sends this to his paper: ‘*‘Some days ago 
Senator Proctor was quoted as saying that 
President Harrison would not bea candidate 
for re-nomination.

The opinion as rendered is at follows: 

First, the solution of the first question de- 
pends upon the construction placed upon the 
first sentemce in sec. 922 of Mansfield’s 
Digest, which ig as follows: ‘‘When any mu- 
nicipal corporation shall desire to annex any 
contiguous territory thereto, lying in the same 
county, tt shall be lawful forthe Council to 
submit the question to the qualified electors 
at least one month before the annual elec- 
tion.’’ The above section was intended 
to comprise a complete set of regula- 
tions for such annexation cases, and 
such construction should be placed upon it. 
The pat in dispute is, ‘* Does the term, ‘Sub- 
mitting the question,’ have reference to the 

Council in referring the question to 
the voters, or must the Voters upon the 
question ata special ora general election?’’ 
lt was argued thatthe Legislature intended 
that the voters snould vote upon such ques- 
tions as annexation at special elections when 
7 other question might have any effect upon 


em. 

Held: This was not intended by the Legisia- 
ture, @s the question seems not to have 
been considered by them. ‘‘Our conclu- 
sion is that the term has refcrence to the 
act of the Council in authorizing the vote 
upon the question and not tothe act of hold- 
ing the election.”” The second ground relied 
upon by appellants was adjudged against 
them uponthe formerappeal in the cause. 
Third, sec. 886 of Mansfield’s Digest, as con- 
stru by this court in Foreman vs. Mari- 
anna, 43 Ark., 325, and this case, upon the 
former appeal, provides that the court may, 
in its discretion, permit the attorney in 
charge of the annexation proceeding 
toamend the petition by excluding parts of 
the territory embraced therein. ft is now 
insisted that such an amendment can only be 
made by authority of an ordinance. but 
we think the statute empowers the 
attorney to make the amendment without 
an express authority. The last contention is 
that the judgment is wrong because it brings 
into the city 0 acres of land of EKatcliffe and 
others. The court might have found from 
the pooner ar yd that a part of this land 
represented the city’s growth outside of its 
limits and that the land derived its value from 
its prospective use for city purposes. Upon 
such finding the court might have concluded 
from the rule in Vestal's case that this land 
should be annexed. It was conceded in the 
argument that the evidence sustained the 
finding as to other controverted matters, and 
we have deemed it unnecessary to inquire 
into them. Finding no error the judgment 
is affirmed. 

This settles a long disputed contest and 
makes Argeata a part of Little Rock. The 
first proceedings were commenced in Febu- 
ary 1890, when the council passed an ordi- 
nance directing that the question of annex- 
ation should be submitted to a vote 
of the people. The case has gone 
to the Supreme Court once before. Other 
questions now present themselves, one being 
whether the voters of the annexed district 
on this side of the river will be permitted to 
vote at the coming city election.

What and where ts the infallibie 
scale by which we may weigh and measure 
evidence and so arrive at absolute certainty? 
One thing is painfully plain: Evidence does 
not appeal to all mindsalike. What con- 
Vinces one does not convince another. What 
is solemn fact tome may be absurdest fiction 
tomy neighbor. Take these familiar illus- 
trations: 

To Darwin, the doctrine of evolution 
through variation of species was true. To 
Agassiz it was utterly false. To Huxley, the 
descent of man from anthropomorphous 
apesis true. To Gladstone it is false. To 
every school boy the spherical form of the 
earth is true. To Andrew Jackson it was 
false. To Cardinal Newman, the dogma of 
transubstantiation was true. To his 
brother, Francis William, it is: false.. 
To John Calvin, the dogma of the Trinity 
wastrue. To Michael Servetus it was faise. 
To Thomas Carlyle the immortality of the 
soul was true. To Jonn Stuart Mill it was 
false. Toall Christians, Christianity is true. 
Toall outside of Christendom it ts false. To 
all Mohammedans, the creed of Islam is true. 
To all Christians it is false. And the list 
might be indefinitely extended. 

But enough. We, and those who agree 
with us, always have thetruth. All the rest 
of the world are in error. We have found the 
priceless jewel. Their’s is only a worthless 
pebble. ‘‘Orthodoxy,’’ said Ben Frankiin, 
“is my doxy; heterodoxy is yours.’ If 
Pitate had remained in the audience hall, 
would his question have been answered, be- 
yond all doubt or cavil, for him and for us? 


**The Soul of Lilith’’ is the titleof a new 
story just published by Marie Corelli, who is 
said to be the favorite novelist of Queen Vic- 
toria. Iknow nothing about the book, and 
my only interest in it is confined to the title, 
How many people are aware of the fact that 
(if we may trust the Jewish Talmud) Adam 
hada wife before Eve, and that her name 
was Lillis or Lilith—derived from the Hebrew 
Til, or ‘**Night.’*® Where Lilith came from 
the tradition does not tell definitely, but she 
was evidently no amiable angel like her suc- 
cessor, for she refused to recognize Adam as 
lord and master, on the ground that they 
were made equal by the act of creation. So 
there was a matrimonial quarrel and separa- 
tien, the first on-record. Lilith pronounced 
certain magical words which gave her wings, 
and with these she flew out of Eden afd out of 
sight. Adam complained to the Lord, and 
messengers were sent to. bring her 
back, but she refused to come 
excepton condition of perfect equality with 
her husband. Onasecond refusal she was, 
as a punishment, sentenced to be the mother 
of many children, all of whom should die in 
infancy. This terrible doom drove her to 
despair, and she Was abouttocommit sul- 
cide. Then, by way of compensation, she 
was promised full power over all children 
from birth until the eighth day, except those 
who were under the protection of the three 
angelic messengers, whose names were 
Senoi, Sansenol and Sammangelof. There- 
fore, these three names were upon the 
charm which Hebrew mothers hung around 
the necks of their new-born infants, thereby 
saving them from harm; but children born 
out of wedlock cannot be so protected and 
Lilith works her will upon them. Itis said 
that she married Samael, a fallen angel, and 
with him conspired to bring ruinupon the 
happy ‘pair in Paradise. She it was 
who, in the shape of a ser- 
pent, tempted Eve. Hence the curse upon 
the serpent—which may have included the 
keeping of Lilith in the shape she had as- 
sumed. Atanyrate, she is always repre- 
sented, in mediw@valart,as a serpent with 
the head of a beautiful woman. In Michael 
Angelo’s fresco in the Sistine Chapel at 
Rome, the beautiful woman seems to emerge 
from the folds of the serpent, and in that 
form hands to Eve the accursed apple. Her 
glorious golden hair is particularly notice- 
able. Lilithis the heroine of many old stor. 
les of a semi-religious character, and if 
Corelli can utilize the abundant Material at 
her command, the new novel ought to be a 
great success. But **Adam’s First Wife’’ 
would have been a more taking title.

Sénator MoPHERSON clearly and 
ably stated the case when he said: ‘‘This 
is the first time sinceI have been a mem- 
ber of the Senate that such a billhas been 
presented to me that has, as I think, thor- 
ough merit. It is proposed to improve 
the Mississippi River, and while it costs a 
very large sum of money, perhaps a greater 
sum of money than I would have supposed 
necessary, at the same time that 
river bisects and divides ‘« 
great continent. It drains a 
Continent. It has numerous large 
tributaries which are of themselves navi- 
gable, and may bear the products raised 
in the great yalley of the Mississippi River 
to the Mississippi and thence to the Gulf. 
But if the great artery, the Mississippi 
River itself, is not capable of being navi- 
gated at all seasons of the year, @ll the im- 
provement. which you make upon the 
tributaries is useless.’’ 

The House cannot reasonably refuse to 
indorse the Senate’s action. Members 
who are not representatives of the valley 
ean afford to adopt thesound platformof 
Senator McPHERSON, under which the im- 
provement of the Mississippi becomes as 
much a national concern as the im; 
provement of a great harbor. Rep- 
resentatives from any part of the 
valley cannot afford to work against 
the interests of their constituents by op- 
posing the measure, The navigation of 
the Mississippi is a poteht element in the 
prosperity of the entire valley. An inde- 
pendent appropriation for this work does 
not antagonize any other interest. As a 
St. Louisan aptly expresses it, the Missis- 
sippi is the main line of the valley’s 
water transportation system. The perma- 
nent improvement of the main line is an

ALL FOR MONOPOLY. 


There is reason to fear that our little Pres- 
ident’s fussy attempts to pose as a Hot- 
spur in our international affairs, will make 
as ridiculous-a mess of our position in the 
Behring Sea negotiations as he made of our 
attitude towards Chili. 

In his ‘*International Law,’’ a standard 
American authority, President WooLsEy 
says; ‘‘Russia based an exclusive claim to 
the Pacific north of the 5ist degree upon 


| the ground that this part of the ocean was 


@ passage to shores 


lying exclusively 
within her jurisdiction, But this claim 
was resisted by our Government, and with- 
drawn in the temporary convention of 
1824. A treaty of the same Empire with 
Great Britain in 1825 contained similar 
concessions.’’ 

In the latest edition of Woolsey there is 
a contemptuous reference to ‘‘an at- 


| tempted revival of those old claims to 


jurisdiction over broad stretches of sea,’’ 
and this eminent authorily adds that ‘‘to 


high seas or within Kamtschatkan Sea 
(which is not even: inclosed by American 
territory, ite westand north shores being 
Russian) is as unwarranted as if England 
should warn fishermen of other nation- 
alities off the Newfoundland Banks.’’ 

When Russia owned both shores of the 
sea in question, we denied and resisted her 
claim to territorial jurisdiction over it and 
compelled her by treaty to relinquish that 
claim. By purchasing one shore from her 
we certainly could not acquire from her a 
jurisdiction which we denied and com- 
pelled her to relinquish when it was based 
on her possession of both shores. 

Neither Mr. BAYARD nor Mr. BLAINE 
ever preferred any such claim in our be- 
hall. They sought the co-operation of 
Great Britain with us in protecting seal 
life upon other grounds, They ¢ontended, 
however, for some sort of special rights in 
that sea as acquired by purchase from Rus- 
sia, and in order to pave the way for the 
desired co-operation a treaty was agreed to 
submitting the nature and extent of this 
acquired jurisdiction to arbitration, 

Now, pending arbitration, Mr. Hanri- 
som in a warlike ultimatum announces to 
Great Britain that he will assert and ex- 
ercise the very jurisdiction we denied to 
Russia, because Great Britain refuses to 
forbid pelagic sealing by her subjects. It 
is barely possible that he has not been in- 
duced to make this bluff by the alleged as- 
surance from Russia that she will send 
her navy to establish a jurisdiction for us 
which she could not maintain for herself 
and formally surrendered,

The Wisconsin case isa fair warning to 
Democrats that they cannot ‘compete suc- 
cessfully with Republicans in crushing out 
popular rights and defeating fair repre- 
sentation by the gerrymandering process. 

In spite of a wholesome provision in the 
Wisconsin Constitution that representative 
districts should be of compact, contiguous

tellhim! The question was asked thousands 
of years before was born; tttwas old as 
humanity, and a satisfactory answer Is yet to 
come, Wo can furnish an infallible rule by 
which wemay findand fix even the eternal 
verities? What and where is the infallibie 
scale by which we may weigh and measure 
evidence and so arrive at absolute certainty? 
One thing is painfully plain: ce does 
not appeal to ell mindsalike. What con- 
vinces one does not convince another. What 
is solemn fact to me may be absurdest fiction 
tomy neighbor. Take these familiar illus- 
trations: 

To Darwin, the doctrine of evolution 
through variation of species was true. To 
Agassiz it was utterly false. To Huxley, the 
descent of man from anthropomorphous 
apesis true. To Gladstone it is false. To 
every school Doy thespherical form of the 
earth is true. To Andrew Jackson f{t was 
tfaise. ToCardinal Newman, the dogma of | 
transubstantiation was true. To his 
brother, Francis William, it is false. 
To John Calvin, the dogma of the Trinity 
wastrue. To Michael Servetus it was faise. 
To Thomas Carlyle the immortality of the 
soul was true. To Jonm Stuart Mill it was 
false. Toall Christians, Christianity is true. 
Toall outside of Christendom it is false. To 
all Mohammedans, the creed of Islam is true. 
To all Christians it is false. And the list 
inight be indefinitely extended. 

But enough. We, and those who agree 
with us, always bave thetruth. All the rest 
of the world are in error. We have found the 
priceless jewel. Their’s is only a worthless 
pebble. ‘‘Orthodoxy,’’ said Ben Franklin, 
“is my Goxy; heterodoxy is yours.’’ If 
Pliate had remained in the audience hall, 
would his question have been answered, be- 
yond all doubt or cavil, for him and for us? 


**The Soul of Lilith’’ is the title of a new 
story just published by Marie Corelli, who is 
said to be the favorite novelist of Queen Vic- 
toria. Iknow notbing about the dDook, and 
my only interest in it is confined to the title, 
How many people are aware of the fact that 
(if we may trust the Jewish Talmud) Adam 
hada wife before Eve, and that her name 
was Lillis or Lilith—derived from the Hebrew 
Til, or **Night.’* Where Lilith came from 
the tradition does not tell definitely, but she 
was evidently no amiabie angel like her suc- 
cessor, for she refused to recognize Adam as 
lord and master, on the ground that they 
were made equal by the act of creation. So 
there was a matrimonial quarrel and separa- 
tien, the first on-record.

A YOUNG FARMER’S MURDEROUS ATTACK ONA 
NEIGHBOR IN CHURCH. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 26.—A sensa- 
tion was createdat Whitewood, Northwest 
Territory, yesterday at a Presbyterian social 
inthe church, bya young man named Os- 
wald E. Spence making a savage astack upon 
a farmer named Miles McArthur with an open 
knife. The two men were enemies over 


some disputed land claim. Spence rushed 
upon McArther in church and stabbed him a 
number of times with a knife. McArthur 
had a child in his arms andcould not defend 
himself. Solomon 'Musselman, a Methodist 
minister and a young, active man, grabbed 
Spence’s wrist. Several more men 
assisted, but Spence struggled violently. 
The sacred building, which but a few min- 
utes before hand resounded to harmony, 
then became the scene of a wild struggle. 
One woman fainted, other women were wildly 
rushing toand fro, securing their children and 
hurrying them out of the way, while McAr- 
thur, with his face deluged in blood, pre- 
sented a most ghastly appearance. Spence 
was at length forced out of church, still hold- 
ing his knife, and with the reverend gentle- 
man hanging on determinedly to his wrist. In 
this shape he was taken part of the way 
to the barracks, Meanwhile Mr. Morrison,a 
school-teacher, and the wounded man had 
proceeded to the barracks. Hearing their 
story, Constable Charles G. Simane imme- 
diately started out and met the struggling 
procession justas Musselman had at length 
succeeded in wresting the knife from Spence, 
who continued to kick and struggle all the 
way to the barracks. <A heavy cap had 
broken the point off the blade, ee 
McArthur’s wounds proving fatal.

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PALETO BLANCO, March 16, 1892.—A large con- 
tract was given us when we were sent to this coun- 
try to bust the Garza revolution.

On the 17th of last 
month we gotsome news of Garza’s whereabouts, 
and prepared to goafterhim. We marched all day 
andq@ight, struck his trailand followed it until 1 p. 
m. onthe 18th, when we came upon Garza with 
a bodyguard of only two men. The conversation 
was short and to the point. Capt. Chase said: **Who 
are you? Stand where you are,’’ and at once opened 
fite. We were only about fifty yards apart, but were 
separated by the worst brush and cactus imaginable. 
We could barely see him and his companions, and it 
was impossible to get a square shot at him. 
He stood not upon the order of his 
going,. but skipped on {oot through 
the chaparral, which was so thick 
that you could notsee an elephant init. We fol- 
lowed him by his trail until dark, but had to give it 
up then until morning. For two days we pursued 
him, but were unsuccessful in getting another show 
athim., Wecaptured his saber, saddle and bridle, 

blankets, overcoat, provisions and everything he 
had, inclading a beautiful ivory-handled pistol, the 

history of his life in his own handwriting and that 
which we ali appreciated most, coffee, sugar, bacon, 

biscuits, etc. There were enough provisions to fur- 
nish dinner to all the men who had taken part in the 
chase. But Garzaran like a coyote and got away 
himself. If we could have held him where we saw 
him but five minutes, or eventwo minutes longer, 

the revolution so far as he is concerned would have 
ended right then and there, This paper upon which I 
am writing was captured in Garza’s camp. His 
memoirs were not quite completed,and a few pounds 
of paper were left over when he stopped rather sud- 
denly in his literary work. : 

Thigis how we came to capture Garza’s property 
and not the man himself. The newspapers stated 
that the capture was made by Uapt. Bourke. Thatis 
a mistake. It was made by Capt. Chase’s troop. 
Capt. Bourke was with the troop at the timé, how- 
ever. Many ofthe articles taken were distributed 
among the men as trophies.

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WOMAN'S WORK. 


CHARITABLE ORGANIZATIONS CONDUCT. 
_ ED BY THE HEBREW LADIES. 


Among the beneficient and philanthropic 
societies in this city there is none which does 
amore extensive work than the organiza- 
tions conducted by the Hebrew ladies. Their 
labor covers a wide field, butit has escaped 
public notice to a great extent. The meth- 
odical way they .go about charity enables 
them to do much good, and at the same time 


averts from them the public eye which some- | 


times seems to scowl on charity. 

A brief resume of the main features of the 
Rose Shoe Fund, which isunder the patron- 
age of Mrs, Adolph Loth, will reveal a charity 
which is conducted on sound business prin- 
ciples. Mrs. Loth founded the fund in memory 
of a favorite niece now dead. Mrs. Loth does 
fancy work of every description, and with the 
proceeds of the sale of the articles, she pur- 
chases shoes forthe poor. She goes to the 
offices of the Hebrew Relief Association, 411 
North Third street, every Thursday, and to 
each deserving person who  appiles 
Mrs. Loth gives anorder for a palr of good 
serviceable foot warmers. In 1891 she dis. 
tributed 298 pairs of shoes and she expects to 
supply a large number in the present year. 
The wants of the suffering Russian Jews are 
the chief demand upon the shoe fund at the 
present time. The Hebrew Ladies’ Sewing 
Society took part in Mrs. Loth’s work in 1891, 
and appropriated a goodly sum, which was 
invested in shoes for the poor.

The 
ladies of the society give personal instrug- 
tion to their classes and train their pupils to 
the deft use of the needle. The Industrial 
Free School meets on Sundayin the rooms of 
the Hebrew Ladies’ Sewing Society, and has 
for its object the instruction ‘of young He- 


" brews in the dogmas of their religion. 


The Widows’ and Orphans’ Jewish Society 
does a noble work. The children of their 
faith whose parents are dead are cared for by 
the society, and intime sent tothe home at 
Cleveland, 0. Therethe children are reared 
and taught useful knowledge. The widows 
are supported by the society. For this pur- 
pose the home for the aged and infirm is 
maintained at 3652 South Jefferson avenue. 
All these works are underthe supervision of 
prominent Hebrew ladies, and Mrs. D. Ep- 
stein is at the head of it. 

Besides these there is the Ladies’ Zion So- 
ciety, Mrs. L. Steinburger, President, which 
meets at the B’nai El ‘lemple, Eleventh and 
Chouteau avenue. Therearealso charitable 
societies composed of ladies of the Aa 
Hebrew and Shaare Emeth congregations. 
These mentioned are only afew of the He- 
brew societies which are engaged in the work 
of benefiting the poor of their faith. 


The Protestant Or phans’ Home. 


A lady, prominent in philanthropic and in- 
dustrial work inthe city, bas no praise too 
lofty for the Protestant Orphans’ Home at 
Kirkwood. She was invited to pay a visit to 
the institution one day.Jast week. A seml- 
monthly meeting of the directors drew the 
presence of the ladies on the board tothe 


suburban orphanage and they became guides 
for their guests. 

‘*The home does not resemble the accepted 
style of an Orphan Asylum in the least,’’ 
said the visitor. ‘‘It is a e¢ollection 
of beautiful cottages, with an 
artistic arrangement of the wholethat re- 
sembles an ideal village.’’ The cottages are 
the Ellen McKee, the Rebecca P. Budd, and 
the Isabella P. Leighton, each named after 
a lady noted for her works of goodness. Each 
Somnae is built upon the plan of a suburban 
Villa. 

The boys and girls in the institutions are 
surrounded with as many of the comforts of 
their once realhomes as can be had in an 
asylum. They do not wear a uniform dress 
to remind them of their common misfortune, 
but they go to school, and enjoy their games 
in all the pleasing variety of wearing ap- 
parel peculiar to childeren. 

The rudiments of Knowledge are taught in 
the Home by competent teachers. When the 
orphans are fittedto go beyond the limit of 
the Home’s curriculum, they are sent to the 
public school at Benton. Boys usually re- 
ceive their promotion when they are 12 years 
old and the girls when they reach the age of 
15. The school books usedin the Home are 
the same as those in use at Benton, and the 
course of instructionis the same. These ad- 
vanced scholars set out from Kirkwood for 
Benton every day. The journey isa healthy 
exercise for them and an elixir for their 
youthful brains,

Mrs. Cashel Hoey has just translated an 
interesting volume from the French of 
A. Robida. Mr. Robida inthis volume of 206 
pages gives ‘‘Ten Centuries of Toilettes,’’ 
and makes a very interesting history of 
them. 

Here we have the pedigree, so toépeak, of 
well nigh every garment of importance, the 
origin and evolution of each fashiohable 


folly. The corset, itappears, is even older 
than one had supposed it, dating from the 
time of the Roman influence in Gaul, but 
then it wasacorselet of thick stuff, which 
molded the form, rather thanan instrument 
of torture which distorted its lines. 
Not until the reign of Henri III. did the aus- 
terities of the corps pique reach their full 
height un der the Medicean influence. Terri- 
ble indeed must have been the sufferings of 
Queen Margot and her fair contemporaries 
when splinters of wood from the hard and 
solid molds into which their bodies were 
compressed ‘*penetrated the flesh, took the 
skin off the waist,and made the ribs ride up 
one Over the other.’’ After that we may 
regard our liatter-day structures af whale- 
bone and satin with complacency. 

Very wohetetn,  % too, is it to note that the 
great Emperor Charlemagne was the first to 
inaugurate the sumptuary laws, now, alas! 
fallén into total desuetude and decay. Would 
they could have stayed with us! 

The dawn ofthe thirteenth century would 
seem to have been the birth-time of the Muse 
of purely French Fashion, who rose, a second 
Aphrodite, from the. shifting seas of the Mid- 
die Ages. The ‘‘cotta,’’ or petticoat, and 
the ‘‘uliaud,’’ or over-dress, of the eleventh 
century (in reality the iparents of all 
after modes) then developed into the ‘‘cotte- 
hardie’’ and the surcoat of gracious memory, 
taking unto themselves long clinging draper- 
les, enriched with beautiful designs and 
broideries of gold and silver. The ‘*garde- 
corps,’’ a bodice front of fur, and the ‘*hen- 
nin,’’ the high peaked head tire, belong 
likewise to this stately and romantic phase 
of costume, Which passed ont of existance 
about 1530, with the advent of the ‘‘hoche- 
plis,’’ or farthingale; that Protean whimsy 
that hath been panter, Maitre de Requetes, 
crinoline, crinoilette, by turns, and all for 


c 


considerable periods. Extinguished by the 
revolution, ’twas reborn under the Restora- 
tion, andever since has wazed and waned 
in gentie gradations. Forthe moment we 
are freed from its tyranny, but how long 
shall we remain thus? 

Generally speaking, the three golden ages 
of dress were those presided over respective- 
ly by Agnes Sorel, Mme. de Pompadour and 
er de Beauharnais. Of these, perhaps 
thefirst (decOratively considered) was the 
best; although ’tis hard to conceive of any 
more delightful garb than that of le paradis 
de Watteau, with its swelling skirts, its 
cloudy laces and the wild civility of its owing 
draperies and ribbons; nor of one 
more sculpturesquely beautiful (if unpracti- 
cal) than the classic zowns donned by the la- 
dies of the first Empire, whose naiad airs 
might well have brought us home to the 
glory that was Greece and the grandeur that 
was Rome. And here isthe oneand only 
point whereon M. Robida’s judgment seems 
unsound, for he confesses his preference 
(even going so far as to de- 
clare a gullty weakness for the 
leg-of-mutton sleeve) forthe modes of 1830, 
above those of the times of Mesdames Tallien 
and Recamier; though, to be sure, theart of 
the miliiner, as distinct from that of the 
mantua-maker, was then at its very best. 
Never before or since bas headgear been so 
entirely admirable as from 1830 to 1835. Over 
the dark, the execrable years that followed 
we would fain pass rapidiv, with swift and 
shuddering survey; M. Robida, however, in 
the conscientious fulfillment of his duty as 
historian, spares usnone ofthe dismal de- 
tails. Butthat isasit should be, and pos- 
sibly, when the past horrors of early Vic- 
torian f&shions have ‘sunk farther from us 
into the abyss: of time, we shall be 
able to regard them with more 
serenity. Both ust and original is 
the analogy drawn by the author between 
dressand architecture, showing how these 
twin necessities have reacted one upon the 
other from the earliest ages, how to this day 
they move in mutualaccord. Ours is indeed 
an imitative, a reconstructive, ratherthana 
creative age as regards the buiid of both 
gowns and habitations, and many will echo 
M. Robida’s closing dspiration that ‘‘an 
original fashion, ‘fin de siecle,’ to use a cur- 
rent phrase, may arise at last.’’

serve while Diazing. 

PICKLED EGGS. 

Bolleggs hard, peel them, stick several 
cloves iu them anddrop them intoa quart of 
vinegar that is boiling, with one cup sugar, a 
few sticks of cinnamon, alittle allspice and 
mace. These should be handed round, also 
stuffed eggs, in little rustic baskets with a 
napkin spread in the bottom. 

EASTER BROTH. 

To one quart sweet milk apd one tablespoon 
butter at the boiling point add one table- 
spoon flour, mixed thoroughly in a little coid 
milk; pour into the milk, adding salt and

Let 
this boll for five minutes, stirring constantly, 
spread between layers and on top, Make 
icing from yolks instead of whites, and cover 
cake entirely, This is equally nice and quite 
artistic.

Fox Claims His Friends Sanctioned the 
Publication of the Correspondence— 
Milbank Says Fox Is a Liar—Full Text 
of the Document Setting Forth the 
Hypothetical Casé to Duc de Morny- 


Loxpow, March #%.—Ed Fox, known in 
America as ‘*Modoc’’ Fox, one of the men 
who was selected by Hallett Alsop Borrowe to 
act as one of his seconds in the duel that was 
not fought with James Coleman Drayton, in 
discussing the affair to-day with the SUNDAY 


- Post-DisPATCH Correspondent, said that the 


original statement of the Drayton scandal 
cabled to New York was practically edited by 
poth Borrowe and Milbank, and that noching 
was made public of which they were not 
made cognizant. Mr. Milbank cabled from 


Queenstown to Fox that they had succeeded | 


in catching the Majestic, and it was not until 
the steamer was well out to sea that the mes- 
sage of which both Borrowe and Milbank 
were fully informed, was put on the cables. 
Fox claimed that the correspondence, as pub- 
lished, told the entire story, and that nothing 
further could §happen unless Drayton per- 
sisted in his intention to sue for a divorce in 
America, in which case they would permit 
their man Borrowe to fight him. 

Mrs. Drayton’s conduct when the corre- 
spondent called upon her last Saturday sup- 
ports the belief that she relied upon absolute 
eoncealment. She believed that her hus- 
band and not Borrowe was responsible for the 
publicity. When Mrs. Astor started for 
Algierstshe also firmly believed that public 
scandal could be avoided. When Mrs. Dray- 
ton learned that the whole affair had become 
public property in New York she left London 
for Algiers to consult her mother. 

There can be no doubt of the truth of the 
frank statement made by Duc De Morny to 
your correspondent in Paris last Sunday that 
the decision of the so-called court of honor 
was based entirely on representations made 
to him by Harry Milbank and Pox. The Duke 
insists that he never heard the names of the 
parties implicated until they were told him 
by your correspondent. He described at 
some detail Milbank’s excited condition when 
Milbank called upon him, and insinuated that 
Milbank appeared decidedly under the influ- 
ence of morphine. 


THE IMPORTANT DOCUMENT. 


COPY OF THE PAPER UPON WHICH DUC DB MOR- 
NEY MADE HIS DECISION. 

Paris, March 26.—To-day the Duc de Mor- 
ney gave the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent in his own handwriting the follow- 
ing paper, which is an exact copy of the one 
which had been submitted to him by Harry 
Milbank on Feb, 16, 1892: 

**Du Cas Qui MA ETE Sovmis, Le 16th February, 
1892.—Mr. and Mrs. A resided inthe country some 
six or seven years ago and Mr. B lived onan adjoin- 
ing property. Mr. B. paid a good deal of attention 
to Mrs. A but it was not until five years ago that Mr. 
A became possessed of some incriminating corre- 
spondence, and meeting Mrs. A and Mr, Bin the 
drawing-room of his town house charged them with 
¢riminal intimacy. From that date Mr. Aand Mr. B 
Gid not speak. 

Last September Mr. A procured by threats a 
written confession from his wife. Armed with that 
document and under plea of saving his wife and 
children from scandal, he succeeded in obtaining an 
agreement by which his wife, outof her income of 
£7,000 per annum, agreed to pay him £1,000 per 
apoum for perfonal expenses, £2,550 for main- 
tenance of the children, and with the remain@er to 
keep up an establishment for himself, children and 
herself. She also agreed under force of pressure 
that, if she should see or write to B. again, to pay to 
A 22,500 per annum and giye him charge of the 
children. i. 

Abouta month ago A and two detectives discov- 
ered Mrs, A and B at luncheon ina private parlur of 
the hotel, where she had made an appointment to 
meet her solicitor, and after pointing out Mrs. A 
and B to the detectives for identification said he 
would take possession of the children and exact the 
£2,500 per annum. 

When the solicitors of Mr. and Mrs. A examined 
the marriage settlement they discovered that Mrs. A 
had no power whatever to make any such settle- 
ment of her revenue, and it was after this discovery 
that A invited B to come to Paris to receive invita- 
tion to a passage atarms. B came to Paris and put 
himself in the hands of his seconds, © and D. 
Those gentlemen, after careful examination 
of the situation, came to the conclusion that 
Ahad forfeited allrightse to a hostile meeting, as 
such action should have been taken on his first proof 
ofintimacy between Mrs. A and B, and not after 
there was strong probability that the income for 
which he had condoned the offense he claimed had 
been committed would cease to be paid. Cand D 
finally offered to have the decision ofa jury of honor. 
and after waiting forty-eight hours fora reply from 
A sent another letter requesting an answer by noon 
of the following day. The answer came that even- 
ing, declining to lay the matter pefdre a jury of 
honor, and ended by making iasulting remarks about 
Band threatening to publish thathe had refused to 
meet him. 


The Duc de Morny insists that his and 
Scholl’s decision not allowing Borrowe to 
fight was based solely on this document, 
which was furnished him by Milbank.

THE MERITS OF GIBBON AND HUME AND 
VOLTAIRE EXAMINED. 


Some Idols Ghattered-Christians Were 
the Founders of Libraries and Oulti- 
vated Science—Bible and Koran-—More 
Logical Fencing—A Contrast Between 
Christian Nations and Heathendom. 


(Copyrighted .} 

New York, March 26.—Another installment 
of Father Lambert's argument for Christian- 
ity against Ingersollism appears in the Even- 
ing Telegram to-day. The reverend gentle- 
man’s peculiar method of analysis by dia- 
logue ig very effective and is provoking a 
large amount of interest among people who 
have hitherto ignored the contest. Ingersoll 
is for the first time on the defensive and there 
is considerable curiosity as to his course in 
the matter. He gnce before declined to meet 
Father Lambertin debate but it is difficult 
to see how he can ignore this attack. 


Ingersoll: ‘*Libraries have been printed on 
subjects not worth. diseussing—not worth 
thinking about—and that will in a few years 
be regarded as puerile by the whole world.’’ 
‘Lambert: ‘There is no doubt of it. A great 
many useless books have been printed, and 
are being printed, which time has relegated, 
and will relegate, tw musty closets. But the 
fact still remains that Christians were the 
founders of the great libraries where 
books on science, fistory, philosophy, 
theology, classics and the drama were 
reserved with care. ‘his fact alone 
enough to disprove your . oft- 
repeated assertion that Christianity is the 
enemy of learning—for, had it been, it would 
have imitated your beloved Turks, who de- 
stroyed the at Alexandrian Library. The 
argument of the Mahomedan leader in jus- 
tification of his act of vandalism was that if 
that celebrated library contained more than 
the Koran it contained too much and should 
be destroyed. If it contained the same it was 
unnecessary and should be destroyed, and if 
it contained less it was insufficient and 
should be destroyed, So it was to bejdestroyed 
inany case. Itisunnecessary to say that 
Christianity never adopted this destructive 


logic.’’ 

Tngereotl: **The best modern historians of 
whom 1 have any knowledge are Voltaire, 
Hume, Gibbon, Buckle and Draper.’’ 

Lambert: ‘*Your admiration is accounted 
for when we know that all these writers are 
anti-Christian. But to show the value of 
gad judgment of the character of historians 

will give the opinions of some men whose 
judgment _ will be considered of more weight 
than yours. Andfirstasto Voltaire, as you 
men¥ion him frst. Frederick Schlegel 
writes: ‘Whilst French literature .was 
stocked witn the productions of 
lively narrators, couched in_ respectable 
and easy diction, it was altogether without a 
really classic national history, the work of 
some great original genius. Of this want, 
then Voltaire was fully cognizant, and in 
accordance with the comprehensive grasp of 
his ambition, he sought to supply that want. 
France herself acknowledged the utter fail. 
ure of his attempt; and that neither in point 
of art nor of representation and style suited 
to the range of nistory can he for a moment 
be compared, I will not say with the best of 
ancient authors, but with the leading histo- 
rians of England.’ 

‘*‘Matthewsin his ‘Hours With Men and 
Books,’ says: ‘The man who has nota high 
ideal of the historlan’s office can never 
achieve success as one’ * * ‘History,’ wrote 
Voltaire toa friend, ‘isafterall nothing but 
a parcel of tricks we play with the dead. As 
for the portraits of men, they are nearly all 
the creatures of fancy. ’*’Tis a monstrous 
plece of charlantry to pretend to paint a 
personage with whom you have never lived.’ 

‘‘Lecky, himself a Kationalist, in his 
‘Rationalism in Europe,’ says that Voltaire 
has a deep stain upon his memory, ‘a dark, 
damning stain which all his service can never 
eflace. He applauded the partition of 
Poland.’ 

‘*You probably never read ‘Letters of Cer- 
tain Jews to Voltaire,’ in. which he is proved 
to be as untrustworthy in his statements 
about the Bible as even yourself. You next 
mention Hume as one of the best modern his- 
torians. Of Hume, Lecky says: ‘While Bishop 
liorsley was proclaiming thaf subjects had 
pothing to say to the laws except to obey 
them, Hume was employing all his skill in in- 
vesting with most seductive colors the policy 
of thesStuarts, in rendering the great supporters 
of liberty in the seventeenth century odious or ri~ 

iculous, and in throwing into the most plausible 
aspect the maxims of their opponents.’ 

‘Of this same Hume, Schlegel wrote: ‘He 
can only be regarded as an eminent party 
historian, the first in hig peculiar method 
and view, not the truly great author of a 
performance at once natural in spirit and in 
yenius. His description of earlier times is 
very unsatisfactory; having no affection for 
them he could not sufficiently realize them.’ 

‘* ‘It was,’ says Mathews, ‘a favorite boast 
of his (Hume’s) that his first account of the 
Stuarts was free from all bias,and that he had 
held the balance between Whig and Tory with 
a delicate, impartial hand. Ten years after 
the first publication of his work, irritated by 
the outery against him ‘for presuming,’ ashe 
expressed it, ‘to shed a generous tear for the 
fate of Charles I. and the Earl of Staf- 
ford,’ he avenged the censure by recasting his 
historical verdicts, so as to render them 
offensive to the party that attacked him. 
* * * Hume changed the description of 
Mary’s character in tis higtory, because his 
printer said he would loose £500 by the publi- 
cation of it. ‘Indeed,’ says Hume, ‘he al- 
most refused to print it; so Iwas obliged to 
alter it, as yousaw.’ * * We need not be 
surprised, therefore, that the searching in- 
vestigation to which his history was sub- 
qoctes some years ago by George Brodie 

rought to Hght so many departures 
from the truth, both wilfal and un- 
intentional.’ Cobbet’s opinion of Hume 
is given in his usual vigorous style. 
He describes his ‘certain, unquestioned 
facts’ as ‘a tissue of malignant lies,’ and 
speaks of ‘the malignity of this Mar,’ who 
was ‘a great, fat fellow, fed in considerable 
part out of the public money, without having 
merited it by any real public service.’ Cole- 
ridge, in his ‘Biographia Literaria,’ accuses 
Hume of having stoien bodily his famous 
‘Essay on Association’ from the commentary 
of St. Thomas Aquinas on the ‘Parva Natu- 
ralia’ of ArBstotie., 

‘*Macaulay says: ‘Hume is an accomplished 
advocate. Without positively asserting much 
more than he can prove,he gives prominence 
to allthe circumstances which support his 
case; he glides lightly over those which are 
unfavorable to it; his own witnesses are ap- 
plauded and encouraged; the statements 
which seem tothrow discredit on them are 
controverted; the contradictions into which 
they fall are explained away; a clear and 
connected abstract of their evi- 
dence is given. Everything that is offered 
on the other side is scrutinized with the ut- 
most severity ; every suspicious circumstance 
isa ground for comment and invective; what 
cannot be denied is extenuated or passed by 
without notice;.concessions even are sometimes 
made, but this insidious candor only increases the 
effect of the vast mass Of sophistry. The same 
author says Gibbon deserves severe censure 
on the same ground. 

‘*As to Gibbon, the author of ‘Hours With 
Men and Books,’ writes: ‘The author of ‘The 
Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire’ has 
Gibbonized the vast tract over which he has 
traversed. The qualities of the, historian’s 
character steal out inevery paragraph ;and the 
reader who is magnetized by his genius rises 
from the perusal of the vast work informed of 
nothing as it was in itself, but of everything 
as it ed tee to - nm, and especial] 
doubting two things—that there is any chari- 
ty in women, or any divine truth in Christian- 

y.’ : 

**Macaulay says of Gibbon: ‘He writes lixe 
amanwho had received some personal in. 
jury from Christianity. and wishes to be re- 
venged on it and all its professors.’ 

‘*aAnd Whately says of Gibbon: ‘His way 
of writing reminds one of those persons who 
never dare to look you in the face.’ 

‘*As tothe other two whom you mention, 
Buckle and Draper, I know little, but, as you 
put them In your list, I deem that alone sum- 
clent reason to conclude that they are ‘feath-

Lambert: ‘‘Egypt has the most fruitful 
sollinthe world. Yearly the Nile feeds it 
with its rich, frult-bearing deposits, so that 
it needs but the touch of the human hand to 
make it smile with waving, golden grain. 
Notwithstanding ali this it does not seem to 
have got op quite well with an exceedingly 
poor religion. Turkey is a good soll and so is 
Inata, Persia and Africa; they have exceed- 
ingly poor religions there, yet they don’t 
seem to have goton quite well—particularly 
as compared with less favored 
countries where they have the true— 
that is the Christian—religion. While the 
latterare alive, wotypinceny intelligent and 
civilized, the former seem to suffer under an 
intellectual blight that paralyzes energy and 
produces a numbness, uring your profound 
meditations did this contrast ever occur to 

our powerful mind? True, they get on, but 
they do not get on ‘quite well,’ asa doctor 
would tell you after feeling their pulse 
though he might assure you with professiona 
confidence that they are getting on ‘as well 
as could be expected under the circum- 
stances.’ ”’ 

Ingersoll: ‘‘And no religion has yet been 

enough to give wealthand happiness to 
fuman beings when climate and soil were bad 
and barren.’’ 

Lambert: ‘*‘This is another of your sage re- 
marks, but lam not aware that anyone ever 
recommended religion as a substitute for 
climate and soll, andif you imagine that re- 
ligion was introduced into the world asa 
sort of guano bed plus a moral code you have 
been jaboring under a false impression. Did 
it ever occur to you that in those parts of the 
world where nature is most generous of her 
gifts and bestows them on man witb lavish 
profusion, religion has but little influence 
and the arts and sciences are unknown? Fol- 
low the equator with the sun around the 

lobe and you will observe this striking

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 25.—It is notevery 
day that the judges of acourt are locked up 
ina bastile. Three wearers of the ermine are 
the guests of United States Marshal Stewart. 
They are W. A. Wray, Kk. M. George and E. 
T. Lane of the County Court of Cass County, 
Mo.,thethree sturdy magistrates who declined 
to obey the order of Judge Philips of the 
United States Circuit Court commanding them 


to order a special tax levy to pay for railroad 
bonds issued. 

Judges Wray, George and Lane are not 
locked up with thieves and murderers, how- 
ever, Marshal Stewart is giving them the 
very best quarters at his disposal, They are 
being treated as becomes honest men, 

Marshal Stewart had picked out a large 
room on the second floor of the jail Dullding, 
looking Out upon Main street and the river. 
The room had once been occupied by jail 
officers.

THE MARVELOUS WORKS OF ROBERT 
HOUDIN, THE INVENTOR,

Among the inventors of automatons Robert 
Houdin standsin the front rank, for all his 
works are undeniably novel and original, be- 
sides being extremely wonderful construc- 
tions. 

Many of his creations have been duplicated 
and triplicated, which fact demonstrates 
more strongly than anything else their suc 
cess and renown, 

Houdin was one of the most popular men of 
his day and an account of his wonderful cre- 
ations is quite interesting. 


One of the most remarkable and least 
known objects ofthis kind was his ‘‘ public 
scribe,’’ This automaton represented a lit-

tle Marquis dressed in the costume in vogue 
during the period of Louis XV. He was 
seated before a table, similar to those made 
at that same time, and provided with an 
inkstand and accessories, the whole resting 
upon atiny pedestal. This scribe responded 
toacertain number of questions, that were 
printed on little tablets. All that it was 
necessary to do was to place one of 
these tablets into the drawer of the table and 
lay asheet of writing-paperin front of the 
Androides. As soon as this was done the 
Marquis dipped his pen into the inkstand and 
wrote or drew accurately the answer to 
whatever question was propounded on the 
tapdlet. If he was asked who was his maker 
he wrote, ‘‘Robert Houdin.’’ When questioned 
astothe most frivolous being on earth he 
drew a butterfly, and quizzed for the most 
trustworthy he designed the picture of a 
ey nd, 

In 1840 M. Giroux acquired this automaton 
for 5,000 francs, but we are ‘not informed as 
to what has since become of it. 

Robert Houdin spoke often of the time 
when he constructed it; he isolated himself

Two of 
feu, known by the names of Auriol and 
Debureau, performed several acrobatic 
tricks, after which Auriol smoked a pipe and 
Debureau played an air on a flute. 

Another automatic acrobat danced ona 
rove, and still another ‘‘did the trapeze 
act’’ and jum from the bar and ck 
again to show that his movement was inde- 


pendent of his support. 

Certain of Hou ’s eutomatons, lke the 
little baker, for instance, were designed 
for the juggler trade. Oneof these gotten up 
for this special pu 
kin, who Guneraet 
chose 
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foot or afoot and a half in height, which 
demonstrates the extreme care that must 
have been bestowed upon their construction 
in order to reach that degree of perfection by 
which they performed their various duties. 

Robert Houdinis the father of other in- 
genious combinations, which were not 
automatons inthe real sense of the word, 
One of these was a mysterious dial, the 
hands of which marked on a glass disk the 
hour asked by the spectator. Another ciock 
of this same ty pe consisted of nothing but a 
crystal dial and acrystal socket. The clock 
kept perfect time without any apparent 
cause. 

The number of automatons constructed 
more recently is quite a large one, and pur- 
chasers are always easily found for interest- 
ing and origina! objects in this line. 
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TISSANDIER’S JUGGLER. 


A Remarkable Automaton Which Has 
Just Been Examined. 

The automaton figured herewith has the 
peculiarity of being actuated by a simple flow 
of sand, and what renders it still more curi- 
ous isthat the epoch of its manufacture dates 
back tothe first half of the elghteenth cen- 
tury. This unique piece belongs to Mr, Gaston 
Tissandier, says La Nature, and we have been 


enabled to study it in detail upon taking it 
apart in order to repair it. 

The image, clad in an Ortental costume of 
bright colors and seated behind a little table, 

resents its back toa brick and stone struc- 

ure of the style of Louis XV., painted white 
in front, and ornamented with Dlue and gold 
fillets. The structure is capped witha slate 
roof, which Is itself crowned with a sort of 
beivedere. A)l this is of cardboard, and each 
accessory object, such as the stools to the 
right and left of the automaton, the sconces 
with their candles, and the small lamp sus- 
pended in the center, is a masterpiece of 
patience and exactitude (Fig. 1.) 

When the automaton is in motion it acts as 
a juggler. Thearmsrise alternately or in 
unisonand lift thecups, and, at every mo- 
tion, expose upon the table. first. to the 
right, a white ball, which disappears and 
passes to the left. and then, tothe left, a red 
ball, which passes to theright and dissap- 
pears. ‘The two white balls make their ap- 
pearance upon a new motion of the cups,and 
these are Changed intored ones atthe next 
motion.

“JIM” CRONIN. 


SKETCH OF THE NOTED ALDERMAN~ 


SOME OF HIS FAMOUS SPEECHES. 


LIFE V, 

While it may be true, as some assert, that 
Alderman Cronin’s silk hat and massive 
diamond have added luster to his fame, it 
cannot be maintained that these shining 
qualities alone have made him the most con- 
spicuous member of the House. Before he 
became an office-holder, three years ago, the 
present leader of the First Ward ‘‘push’’ was 
an obscure young man, and the fact that he 
at once went to the front is evidence that his 
diamond is not the only brilliant thing about 
him. | 

His greatness has been achieved, From 
the time that he cast his first vote he was 
seized with an ambition to become a political 
leader and set about to accomplish his pur- 
pose in the most practical way. He starteda 
boarding-house, and knowing that a man 
who ts fed wellis easy to manage, he took 
good care to feast his boarders, and when 
they were full of food and gratitude to solicit 
their suffrages for the men of his choice. 
This small return for his bounty they were 
always willing to make and because he con- 
trolied a number of votes Cronin soon be- 
came a recognized power in the ward. 
He continued to extend his influence unti! he 
thought that things were ripe for his own 
candidacy and he then announced that he 
would stand for election to the House. He 
inaugurated hiscampaign in a most novel 
manner. He opened a saloon. This stroke 
of genius practically settled the contest in his 
favor. From that time on hig opponents 
were not in it with him. All the appeals 
which they made to the intelligence of the 
voters were completely knocked out by the 
appeals which Cronin through his boarding 
house and saloon was enabled to make to 
their stomachs, and he was elected by a 
bandsome majority. 

By adopting the same tactics with the mem- 
bers of the House as he had with the voters 


of his ward, the young Alderman made him- 


self very popular and soon established a 
reputation that extended throughout the 
length and breadth of the muncipality. 
Although not an orator Cronin sometimes 
expresses himself most eloquently. His 
most notable speech in the’House isjone which 
he regularly makes immediately after ad- 
jouroment, It is very brief, but ts full 
of meaning. With occasionally a 
Slight variation it is as follows: ‘‘Well 
boys what’s the matter with going over to 
Cronin’s and blowin’ yourselves.’’ Another 
speech of his which brougnt him no IUttie 
fame was his call for help through the tele- 
hone at thetime of tne accident to Tom 
arrett, while they were out sleighing in 
Forest Park. They each had asleigh anda 
lady. Barrett became snow- bound and drove 
into the lake andashe sank he calied to 
Cronin to save him. But instead of plunging 
in after bis friend as Cassius did when he saw 
Cesar sinking, Cronin ran to the Park Police 
Stationand grasping the telephone called up 
the Fifth District Police Station and in a voice 
full of pathos exclaimed: ‘‘Sead out help 
quick, Tom Barrett and Bis lady is drove into 
the lake.’’ 
Cronin’s conduct in not attempting to res- 
cue his friend from the lake can only be ex- 
plained on the ground of bis antipathy to 
water, for a few minutes later, when he and 
Barrett had a battle with the park restaurant 
waiters because the lafter refused to hitch up 
a rigand take Barrett and his companion to 
town, Cronin proved that he was no coward. 
Although not in office for his health, the 
young Alderman has gained considerably in 
flesh since taking upon himself the cares of 
office, and is willing and even anxious to 
shoulder the wolgnty responsibilities for an- 
other term, LUTARCH PLUNKINS.

WaSHINGTON, D. C., March 2%.—Word was 
received to-day from Mr. Catchings that he 
will reach the city on Monday.

Itisa 
disgrace to New York that we are not better 
protected against the misdeeds of well-mean- 
ing citizens.

The judgment of sucha board is not likely to 
be too severe. Thereis no danger that it will 
ever deprive us of even moderately good 
works Ofart. It requires considerable spirit 
and conscientiousness to decline even very 
bad things when they are offered ina gener- 
ous spirit and the expectant public does not 
know them to be bad. 

The matter is one of more than local inter- 
est. Every American community, large or 
small, ought to be pepe: against bad 
works of art,which will afflict the public eye, 
corrupt the public taste, deform the sur- 
rouncings amid which they stand, and,more- 
over, traduce the heroes whom they profess 
to honor. Whether they are of native or for- 
eign origin ought to make no difference, nor 
whether they are given by native or adopted 
citizens. But I may say that the experience 
of New York with imported statues shows 
that our greatest dangeris from foreigners. 
Bad as are some of our own monumental pro- 
ductions, none is so hideously, violently bad 
asthe Bolivar or the Burns inthe Central 
Park or the Garibeldiin Washington Square, 
and these were made and presented by feliow 
ecountrymenofthe men whomthey respec- 
tively represent.

Mr. Walter Crane, the well-known English 
artist, recently told our Nineteenth Century 
Ciub how detrimental he thinks the condi- 
tions of modern civilization in their effect 
upon the artist. His address was weakly de- 
livered and not very clearly or strongly writ- 
ten, and Mr. Coffin and Mr. Simmons, the 
two American artists appointed to reply to 
him, found no very salleat points to take 
hold of.

But it has learned to dislike the land- 
scapes of tne ‘‘Hudson River School,’’ for 
example, which were once so popular, and 
the dull, dark deeds of Dusseldorf, and it has 
learned to like French pictures of the highest 
class, and to admire John Sargent and St, 
Gaudens and sundry other American artists, 
whoma few years ago it could not appre- 
ciate, and much good architectural work, 
which a few years ago it would not have 
thought about at all. And I believe, with 
Mr. Coffin, that it will steadily improve, and 
that its improvement will be chiefly due to 
those practitioners of art who, in Mr.Crane’s 
eyes, have scarcely any influence upon a 
Philistine worid. 


I am sorry to say that our beautiful big

In one or two other print-shops the most 
interesting novelty is a big étching by Axel 
Haig. it is an architectural subject, of 
course, and is one of the very finest things 
as regards both subject and treatment, that 
this best of living etchers of architecture has 
done. Noone else can produce a large plate 
like this which enchants the amateur of etch- 
ing by fine, broad, vigorous effects of light 
ana shade and a firm, clean, skillful, artistic 
use of line, and yet equally enchants the 
amateur of architecture by its truthful ex- 
pression of the value of main lines 
and masses and its wonderful wealth 
of detail. As Dagnan-Bouveret 
can paint, so Haig gan etch. He can pre- 
serve a masterly Dreadth of general effect 
anc yet render special facts in a complete, 
almost a minute, way. Inhisnew plate we 
see the whole frost of Rheims Cathedral, 
which is one of the most ornate Gothic fa- 
cade in .the world, up to the base of the 
towers. Weseeitin a slightly diagonal di- 
rection, sothat the rich adornment of one 
side of each of its deep portals is revealed; 
and we see it in full sunshine, so that the 
splendid massing and contrasting of its 
greater and lesser features is weil ac- 
centuated. Tolookatthis black 
picture is almost as

is it of light and suggested color, sO 
impressive in its revelation of magnitudes, 
so delicately truein its translation of deco- 
rdtige details. The more we study it the 
more we marvel how any man could preserve 
the general impression of so mighty a theme 
while patiently working out its myriad eiab- 
orations.

It will probably be larger, but I doubt 
whether it will be more truly instructive than 
the one which Mr. Koehler, Curator of Prints 
at the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, recently 
arranged in his rooms. 

Even New Yorkers may be glad to know 
that friends of this museum have at last pur- 
chased Prof. Morse’s remarkable collection of 
Japanese pottery, for if it had not been kept 
in Boston It also would have gone to Chicago, 
and forever. Chicago,indeed,offered a larger 
price than the one actualiy paid for it, 
$76,000. But Prof. Morse preferred that it 
should remain in Boston and has been ap- 

inted its curator fora term of three years. 

t contains a vast number of specimens, al- 
though it represents only the pottery, not 
the porcelain, of Japan. As the aim which 
guided its collector was historical, not purely 
sesthetic, all the objects are not remarkabie 
for beauty. But very many of them are;

A good book for tourists to buy when ther 
reach Paris is Louis Barron’s recently pubd- 
lished ‘‘Autour de Paris.’’ It is charmingly 
illustrated and delightfully written, and no 
other guide-book takes one so thoroughiy 
through the richly artistic and historic en- 
vironments of Paris. The term is liberally 
construed, a pretty wide area being covered 
by M. Barron’s itinerary. And his readers 
will pot only learn a great deal that is fresh 
about familiar places like Fontainebleau, 
Chantilly and 8t.

A BRITISH NOBLEMAN WHO WON HIS 
RANK BY MERIT.

Lonpos, March 16.—When a man gets up in 
the world and acquires titles and honors itn 
addition to wealth to make things complete, 
he has to look out for some aristocratic an- 
cestors. If the late Thomas Brassey had been 
told in his youth that he was descended from 
Robert de Broseyl who came over with 
William the Conquerer, he would bave won- 
dered what sort ofjoke was being played 
onhim. Yetno sooner was his son created 
Lord Brassey of Bulkeley thanthe people 
who makes a business of supplying pedigrees 
to those who pay forthem, traced the fam- 
lly lineage back to the Norman Knight, 
through all sorts of highly connected 
branches. The Herakis’ College furnished 
a coat of arms to suit, and the newly- 
made peer proudly took’ his place 
amofig the historic nobility of England. 
Meanwhile there are those living who can re- 
member his lordsbip’s father, when he was 
plain Tom Rrassey of Liverpool and when he 
was not all ashamed to doa hard day’s work 
for a fair day’s wages. That he was in his 
youth a ‘‘navvy,’’ as has been reported, may 
or may not be true; but itis certain that he 


rose from very small beginnings and made 
his fortune by the removal of earth. A mavvy 
nowadays means any sort of strong laborer 
who handles a pick 
pecially on railway 
Thomas Bassey’s a 
special significance which explains the origin 
of the word ttself. The canals by which the 
goods traffic of Great Britain was then car- 
ried on were formally called the system of 
‘*internal navigation,’’ and the officials who 
supervised them were popularly nicknamed 
the ‘‘infernal navvies.’’ Thence the men em- 
ployed in cutting them were called navvies; 
and when railroads superseded canals. the 
laborers who made them, being the same class 
who had dug the canals, were also called nav- 
vies. Thomas Brassey was simply a navvy 
with ataient for thaking estimates and or- 
——s work. He became a sub-contractor 
uring the railway mania and ended aet- 
ting some Of the big tand most 
contracts in Engiand into his hands. He was 
a partner for some time with Sir Samuel 
Morton Peto, the King of contractors a oe 
day; but he had the shrewdmess to a 
those speculative ventures which brought Sir 
Samuel to grief, and when most of the great

into all matters connected with seafaring, 
andatthe age of 29, when most rich youn 
men are devoted to pleasure, he was return 
to the House of Commons from Davenport, a 
very influential maritime constituency. At 
the next election he was returned for Hast- 
ings, another seaport, which he represented 
tor eighteen years, and during that time he 
made himself the greatest authority to Par- 
lament upon nautical questions. 1880 he 
was made Civil Lo of the Admiralty in 
the Gladstone ministry, and four years 
later undertook the important post of 
Secretary of the Admiralty. It is not too 
much to say that he revolutionize’ the naval 
administration of the country, and that the 
pre-eminence of Great Britain asa naval 
power to-day is largely owing to him. It 
was he who established the Naval Reserve. 
by which the flower of the mercantile marine 
and the fishermen are piaced at the service of 
the empire in case of war, and also the Naval 
Artillery Volunteers, a brigade of which he 
himself commands. He gave his attention not 
only to the navy, but also to merchant ship- 
ping, for the benefit of which he has done al- 
most as much as Mr. Plimsoll, though not in 
such a pugaacious way. Hehas spent seve- 
ral years of his life at sea, and the first 
yachtsman who ever sailed hisown vessel 
round the world. Yachting with him has 
mever been a mere amusement, Dut each 
of his MA aes ga was taken witha definite ob- 
ject and has resulted in some practical good 
to his country. The course of the ‘‘sun- 
beam,’’ in fact, was watched withas much 
inte:estasifshe had been a man-of-war on 
special service,and Lord Brassey’s published 
letters from the various points he touched 
at. were much more valuable than official 
Mispatches. 

This many-sided man is, indeed, a volumi- 
nous and vigorous writer, and his works on 
the navy, merchant shipping, labor ques- 
tions and trade form quite a considerabie 
library. He has no pretension to literary 
style, but he writes in a plain, straightfor- 
ward way that makes his boots both po 
and valuable for reference. It is a 
how he nas ever found the time to tare 
much as he has, and of such solid material.

MONEY MATTERS. 


Review of the Situation in Local Finan- 
cial Circles. 

The money market shows no signs of im- 
provement either inthe demand for loans or 
any indication of an improvement in rates. 
All winter bankers and money lenders have 
been expecting an improvement in the 
demand for funds to follow § the 
opening of spring business, but it 


isfar from being realized. The surplus of 
both the localand outside banks is as large 
as it hasever been since it began to accumn- 
late. The reductionin the stock of wheat, 
which have been beld here all winter, has 
caused an increase in the surplus of the 
banks doing business with the 
grain houses, and the movement 
of corn to market has been 
retarded by the bad condition of the covntry 
roads,so that only a moderate amount of 
money can be used by the grain men. The 
reai estate demand for loans as vet shows but 
little improvement as the weather has been 
too unsettied to admit of much attraction in 
thatline. Merchants reporta good distribu- 
tion of all kinds of merchandise, but the 
amount of money used by this class of bor- 
rowers fails to make any impression on rates. 
Brokers report the local stock market very 
dull, buta fair investment demand for first- 
class bonds. 

Gaylord, Blessing & Co. in their circular 
say of the New York situation: The stock 
market has shown more evidence of liquida- 
tion during to-day’s short session than at 
any time previous. The special cause as- 
signed for itis the weakness ip silver. The 
gradual deciine inthis commodity is under- 
mining the currency ofthe country and un- 
settling confidence in its stabilitr. The de. 
feat of the free coinage billis only a step in 
the right direction. The bank statement was 
more favorable than expected, the most 
salient feature being a decrease in loans, 
which is a step towards a restriction of spec- 
ulation, It looks as if to-day’s market would 
induce further selling by foreigners and there 
are no buyers here to take these securities 
offered, consequentiy lower prices seem in- 
evitable tn the immediate future. Total 
sales, 195,951 shares. :

NEWS FROM THE MINES. 


ITEMS OF ST FROM THE GREAT 
i NATE CARP. 


Sinking on the Star of Hope—Work on the 
Seneca—Operations on the Blind Tom 
~The White Cap—Local Mining Ne 
and Notes. . 


LEADVILLE, Colo., March 2%.--The arrange- 
ments to unwater the Sixth street and the 
Penrose shafts, by united action on the part 
of the owners, have not been Completed, but 
it is morethan probable that they will be 
soon. Meanwhile the sinking on the Star of 
Hope continues, and they are rapidly ap- 
Pprogching the contact, with no increase in 
the volume of water. 

The Seneca people are doing excellent work 
since the machinery was placed in position 
and are now down 290 feet with their shaft. 
No water is met with in the bottom, and it is 
hardly likely thatany willbe met until the 
second contact is reached. This will necessi- 
tate at least 200 feet of further sinking, when 
Grifting willensue to catch the Maid of Erin- 
Mahala ore chute. 

On the Mahala t enew pump station has 
been cut at the 800-foot level, into which has 
goneafine duplex pump, which, with the 
one on the opposite station now brings the 
Capacity up to about 600 gallons a minute, 

DRIVING INCLINES. 

From this level two inclines are going down 
on the easterly drift of the ore body, from 
which some forty tons a day are being 
shipped, and ere long the working force is to 
be largely increased. 

The steam pipes and water columns at the 
Leo having been replaced by larger ones, the 
extra pump placed in position and additional 
boller power furnished, the sinking has been 
resumed, and the shaft has attained a depth 
of 460 feet. With the starting up of the Mike 
and Starr property comes a great deal of en- 
couragement to the Leo folk, as united action 
here will developan immense territory, and 
each furnish data to the other. 

50 much property located on Long and 
Derry Hill is owned in St. Louis that it will be 
doubtless interesting to learn that not only is 
the Doris putting out good ore, but so favor- 
able are the indications about that property 
that the C. M., First Nationaland Himalaya 
have placed hoisting plants in position for 
vigorous development, while the Hoosier and 
and Campbell lodes have been leased to prom- 
ineDt Mining men here. The Fortund is do- 
ing good work, shipping high grade ore in 
small lots, and the whole section has taken on 
new life, the geological conditions and method 
of ore deposition being now much better un- 
derstood from data furnished by the develop- 
ments in the Doris. 

A tremendous amount of work has gone on 
inthe Blind Tom, and now, ina winze sunk 
in a Grift out in the 400-foot level, it is thought 
that the north iron ore chute has been en- 
countered. There are two beds of limestone, 
between which a most excellent contact has 
been discovered, carrying some ore even now. 
This at a point about 700 feet from the shalt. 

PROSPECTING THE LADY ALICE. 

The Lady Alice, which had lain idle since 
the death of Mr. James Gaff, was taken hold 
of through the west shaft some time ago, and 
the development proved so much that it was 
deemed the better plan to prospect the 
ground through, and from the workings of 
the Morning Glory. This, again, has done so 
well that a new shaft is going down on the 
Morning Glory, and the west shaft of the 
Lady Alice is to be furnished witha much 
heavier plant. Oonsiderable amount of cop- 
per pyrite occurs in the ore met with, whiie 
the silver value is much above the average. 

The White Cap is me ng about thirty tons 
aday from the so-called ‘‘gold ore chute,’’ 
andis doing a lot of prospecting. Among 
other points, a drift has been run out to the 
South from the 500-foot level for about 125 feet, 
connecting with the old Missouri! workings, 
in which is met some fine lead carbonate ore. 

The Jordan shaft, ata depth of about three 
hundred feet, has.cut into limestone, though 
this can hardly be the bottom lime, but is 
probably the same sheet, mixed with in- 
tensive grey porphyry that was found in the 
workings from the Delaware. 

Two new enterprises have been inaugurated 
on Carbonate Hill, these being in the Caddi- 
gan and the Cucumber claims. They have 
lain idle for years, but the work being done 
on Leadville Consolidated has shown the 
property to be valuable.

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/WORLD’S FAIR NOTES 


Progress Made by Exhibitors and Some 
Interesting Features Promised. 


CHIcaGo, March 22.—Denmark has made a 
World’s Fair appropriation of $67,000. 

A communication has been received from 
the British Commission asking for space to 
exhibit the rifle caliber guns manufactured 
by the Maxim-Nordenfeldt Gun Co. The com- 
pany wants toerect a building 30x15 feet to 
exhibit its gunsin practice. Oneend of the 
building will be filled with sand bags, into 
which the projectiles from the guns will be 
fired. Itis claimed that the arrangements 


are such as will insure perfect safety, and 
will be reproductions of a similar exhibit re- 
cently given at the Royal Naval Exposition in 
London. The request was referred to Chief 
Willard Smith of the Transportation Depart- 
ment, asthe exhibit if allowed will come 
under the heac of navaland marine display. 

A very complete, and doubtless an eye- 
opening diamond exhibit, will be made b 
Cape Colony, South Africa. The exhibit will 
include 10,000 carats of uncut stones, a large 
quantity of very finecut and polished ones, 
together with all that is necessary to show 
the process of mining and washing. For this 
it will be necessary to transport to Chicago 
100 tons of pulverized earth, fifty tons of un- 
pulverized earth and a compiete washing 
machine, which will be operated by natives. 
The exhibit will also include a unique 
collection of crocidolite, special diamond- 
iferous products, ostrich feathers, fleeces 
etc. It is reported that a Bushman and 
Hottentot in native dress will accompany the 
exhibit.

Chief Smith ex- 
pects to secure similar exhibits from foreign 
countries and from other publishers m this 
count The exhibit will include reproduc- 
tions of lithographs, original drawings and 
photographs. 

The World’s Fair Committe of the North 
American Turner Bund has made a personal 
application to Director General Davis for 
space fora my oye of gymnastic apparatus, 
literature onthe subject of pee devel- 
opment and representations of gymnastic or- 
ganizations. as well as for outdoor gym- 
nastic exhibitions, which the Turners desire 
to give eight daysin each month during the 
Exposition. 

A California ‘*big tree’’ has been selected 
in Tulare County to be shown atthe Exposi- 
tion.

These will 
be taken to Chicago and exhibited during the 
Fair. After the Exposition tke collection will 
be given to the Golden Gate Park Museum. 

The Board of Lady Managersis making ar- 
rangements for an extensive exhibit showing 
woman’s share in the illustration of books, in 
engravingand other forms of picture pro- 
duction. During herrecent visit to New York 
Mrs. Palmer consulted with a number of pub- 
lishers and received considerable assistance 
fromthem. Alist of distinguished woman 
illustrators was secured and plans seton foot 
to‘obtain old volumes and manuscripts illus- 
trated by women, together with historical 
data concerning woman’s share in this line 
of work from ancient times down tothe pres- 
ent.

ELECTRICITY GIVEN HORSES. 


How the Old Mare Gyda was Made to Run 
at Guttenburg. . 

New Yor«K, March 26.—The overshadowing 

feature of racing on the hill top yesterday 


was Electrician P. Tobin’s electric belt. This 
device of Mr. Tobin’s has long been spoken of 
in connection with the running of sluggish 
horses. Butit was only yesterday that the 
apparatus was exposed tothe critical eye of 
the newspaper men. The belt is a leather af- 
fair, witha small box-shaped arrangement 
which greatly resembles a cartridge pouch. 
It is three inches wide, four inches long and 
aninch deep. The pouchor leather box is 
fastened to the inner side of the belt, directly 
in the center, It contains four little barrels 
of metalandacid. This is the battery which 
furnishes the electricity. Onthe outside of 
the belt, directly opposite the small box- 
shaped protuberance, is what is known to 
electricians and telegraph operators as a 
button switch. The jockey holds the reins 
in one hand while withthe other he inserts 
his hand into his jacket, turns the button and 
starts or stops the electric current that shoots 
through the wires running down his legs 
from the battery intothe spurs fastened to 
his boots. 

When Jockey Cook turnedon the current 
and stuck his spurs into Gyda at the end ofa 
furlong the old mare jumped through the fly- 
ing group of horses like a world beater. Her 
competitors were going fast, but Gyda was 
running to get away from the tingling 
wasnt ten A and by the time the quarter 
pole had been reached, she had improved her 
position from that of last place to third. 
Master Cook having got Gyda goingin good 
style, turned off thecurrent. The mare ran 
well on her own courage until well into the 
home stretch. Then Cook again turned the 
lever and plunged his spurs into her heaving 
sides. She again essayed to rush by the fly- 
ing horsesin front of her, but nature had 
been exhausted, and not even the electric

ook then put hig hand in between the fold of

While the horses were at the post Executive 
Committeeman John J. Carr received word 
that Cook was burned with the electric belt, 
and when the jockey weighed in nine pounds 
overweight instead of the five pounds that he 
originally declared before going to the post, 
he was taken in charge by Mr. Carr and his 
clothin examined.

As 
for the electric beit, he said that Mr. Tobin, 
Gyda’s owner, and the trainer ordered him 
to wearit.

Mr. Tobin exhibited his 
electrical apparatus and explained its work. 
ings. Its voltage is not strong enough to 
really hurt a horse, he claimed, and as a 
matter of fact it serves to tone him up rather 
than render him weak, he said. 

Mr. Tobin says that the electric belt ana 
spurs are used extensively in both England 
an@France, although he says that it is his 
own invention. He isa clever electrician 
and is said to be employed in that capacity 
by one of the large electric light com panies 
ofthis city. He gays he has spent thousands 
of dollars in experimenting with the appar- 
atus, and he is very proud of his work.

Abay in color, she claimed fora sire 
Malcolm, a fine race horse,a son of Bonnie 
Scotland out of Lapy Lancaster, the dam of 
Regent and Ontario, the latterin turn being 
the dam of the lamented McWhirter, Mc- 
Henry, McCrerey (sire of the dam of the Mis- 
sour! whirlwind, Verge ad’ Or, and Rancocas 
of Guttenburg fame.

Marian’s turf achievements by no means 
indicated a brilliant career in the stud out- 
side of her pee recommendations, as 
she appeared in public but twice, both times 
when a 22-year-old. These two performantes 
were run off at Dexter Park ; Chicago, in 1873, 
and in one she finished third, the other first, 
her victory being a half-mile dash, in which 
she defeated Mary Rowett, her sole oppo- 
nent. From Mr. Simpson’s hands she passed 
to Theodore Winters, El Arroyo stud, Cali- 
fornia, fora very limited consideration, and 
in the stud of that breeder she has since re- 
mained. She was bredtothe unbeaten race 
horse Norfolk in 1876 and in 1877 she dropped a 
bay filly, which was sold into Oregon and 
never ran. Her foal of 1878 was Duke of 
Norfolk, while since, she has foaled in 
rapid succession Duchess of Norfolk, Prince 
of Norfolk, Vera, Emperor of Norfolk, the 
Czar, El Rio Rey, Rey del Rey and Yo Tam- 
bein. Of this collection Vera died at 2 years 
old when just beginning to show high form, 
while all the others proved winners and sev- 
eralof them were sensational performers. 
El Rio Rey and the Czar were never beaten 
while the Emperor of Norfolk was also of the 
unbeaten class whenever in condition, he 
being so meritorious as a performer that 
Isaac Murphy the famous jockey considers 
him the greatest race horse on which he 
ever hadamount. Yo Tambein, her young- 
est turf performer, was unquestionably as 
ae as any 2-year-old filly that raced in the

GuTHRIE, O. T., March 26.—About four mil- 
ion acres of new lands tn the Indian Territo- 
ry areabout to be addéi to Oklahoma and 
thrownopen to homestead settlement, and 
the Cherokee Outlet, with its 7,000,000 acres, 
will also be thrown open, probably within a 
few months. A large-sized crusade is now 
being organized in a desultory way by those 
who expect to go down and possess the land. 

In anticipation of the new openings hun- 
éreds of people are now gathering in Okla- 
bhoma properand alongthe Kansas border in 

he hope that when the eventful day does 
come they will get in on time to squat on 
some eligible quarter section of Uncle Sam’s 
domain, while nearly every able-bodied citi- 
gen In Oklahoma expects in some way to take 
his chances anew when the great rush comes.

HOW TO GET LAND. 

There are two ways in which land may be 
obtained in the new Territory. The first, the 
least desirable, is to join the great crowd of 
land hunters and claim fakirs along the bor- 
der and go in with the rush when the country 
is thrown open. In this way you stand a re- 
mote chance of getting a quarter section all 
to yourself, especiaily if it be of little .value, 
but you stand a much better ghance of get- 
ting your head knocked off, or of squatting 
on a quarter section of land and a dozen con- 
tests and law suitsat the same time. Out- 
Siders should always bear in mind that the 
natives who are on the ground, have exam- 
ined and located the choice lots anda, knowing 
the best and quickest methods of reaching 
them, always have the advantaze. 

The second and most desirable method is to 
wait till the rush is over, then go in with 
some money, select the land you want and 
take your chances of finding it occupied by 
some ‘‘sooner’’ or person who has exhausted 
his homestead rights and is anxious to sell 
out his claims before the expiration of the 
ninety days in which he is required to prove 
up. iIn the territory now open there are 
probably not a dozen quarter sections in the 
whole area of nearly 6,000,000 acres worth 
taking that are not claimed by from oneto a 
dozen claimants, and the result isan im- 
mense amount of litigation. Land can be 
bought in this section at prices ranging from 
— to $30 per acre, according to location, 
etc. 

A GREAT MISTAKE. 

The plan heretofore adopted by the Gov 
ernment in opering the lands of Oklahoma to 
settlement under the surrounding conditions, 
seems tohave beenone immense mistake. 
ar scheme that admits of an indiscriminate 
and wholesale rush on one day for any given 
territory is a mistake, andifin addition it

Gen. Beauregard Is 
not really entitledto his name. The family 
name is Tontant, but when in 1834 young 
Tontant entered the West Point Military 
Academy, be took the territorial title of his 
father’s estate, and was entered on the books 
as Beauregard,a name which he has ever 
since borne. Beauregard was born in Louls- 
lana on May 18, 1818, and in 1838 graduated 
second in hisclass. The engineer corps De- 
ing full, be was assigned tothe artillery, but 
was soon transferred to the engineers. He 
was engaged inthe construction of fortifica- 
tions at various pointson the Atlantic and 
Gulf Coast until the outbreak of the war with 
Mexico. In 1847 he joined Scott’s army, was 
present at the siege Cf Vera Cruz, the Dattie 
of Contraras and the operations in front of 
the City of Mexico, in the course of which he 
fwas twice wounded, and won the brevet of 
After the war he was assigned to the 
duty of superintending the fortification of 
Mobile Bay and the Mississippi River, which 
position he held until January, 1861, when he 
was made superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy. This office he held 
only a few days, resigning his commission to 
join the Confederate army. He was placed in 
command of the Gefenses of Charieston, 5. 
C., and opened the war with the bombard- 
ment of Fort Sumteron April 12, 1861. After 
the fall of Sumter he was ordered to Virginia 
and on July 21 fought in the first Dattie of 
Bull Run, Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, who 
arrived on the field after the fight had nearly 
been finished and taking command, having 
only to complete Beauregard’s work. Early 
in 1862 he was attached tothe Army of Ten- 
messee as second in command to Gen. Albert 
Sidney Johnston, and on the death of that of- 
ficer at the battle of Shiloh took supreme 
command. After his defeat he 
made a masterly retreat and withdrew 
from Corinth. His management of his 
troops Curing the battle was severely criti- 
cised. aud he wasabsent from the army on 
sick leave until August, when he was raised 
to the rank of General and placed in com- 
mand of the defenses of Charleston. He de- 
fended that place against the attacks of Gill- 
more and Dupont, andin May 1864 was or-

KIRBY SMITH’S CAREER. 

Edward Kirby *mithisa native of Florida, 
having been born in St. Augustine on May 6, 
Ist. He graduated from West Point in 184, 
and was assigned to the Second Infantry. 
During the war with Mexicohe was attached 
to Scott’scommand, and fought at Cerro 
Gordo and Contreras,where he was brevetted 
for gallantry. He was afterwards transferred 
to the cavalry, and was assistant professor 
of mathematics at West Point until 1855. As 
captain of the Twenty-second Cavairy he 
served on the frontier, and was 
wounded in an engagement with 
Comanches in 1859. Two years iater 
he received the thanks of the Texas Legis- 
lature for his campaigns against the Indians. 
When Florida seceded Smith resigned his 
commission and entered the Confederate 
army with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonei of 
Cavalry. On June 17, 1861, he was raised to 
the rank of Brigadier-General and took part 
in the battle of Bull Run, where he was se- 
verely wounded. In consequence of his con- 
duct in this battle he was raised to the rank 
of Major-General. In 1862 he was transferred 
to the West, and led the advance of 
Bragg in his Kentucky campaign. At 
Richmond, Ky., he fought and defeated 
Gen. William Wilson, and in 1963 he 
was placed in command of the Trans-¥ issis- 
sippi Department. He commanded against 
Banks in his disastrous Red River campaign; 
after Lee’s surrender was temporarily raised 
to the rank of General, and surrendered at 
Baton Rouge in May, 1%. After the war he 
was President of the Atlantic & Pactfic Tele- 
graph Co., later accepted the Presidency of 
the University of Nashville, and tn 1875 was 
made Professorof Mathematicsin the Uni- 
versity of the South. 

LEE’S BAD OLD MAN. 

One of the most noted Confederate general 
officers was Jubal Anderson Early, ‘‘*Lee’s 
bad old man,’’ ashe was called, In contra- 
distinction to Stonewall Jackson, who was no 
more fioted for his plety than Eariy for his 
profuse and picturesque profanity. Early 
was born in Franklin County. Virginia, on 
Nov. 8, 1816.

CAVALRY WHEELER. 

Joseph Wheeler is a native of Georgia, hav- 
ing been born in Augusta on Sept. 10, 1936. 
He entered the United States Military Acad- 
emy in 1855, graduated in 1659, and was 
assigned to the dragoons. On April 22, 1861, 
be resigned his commission and accepted the 
office of Colonel of the Nineteenth Alabama 
Infantry. At Shiloh he commaded a brigade, 
and covered the retréat during the second 
day’s fight. He was then transferred to 
the cavalry, operating in West Tennessee, 
and commanded Bragg’s cavalry during his 
Kentucky campaign, being commissioned 
Brigadier-General in 1862. A year later he 
was raised to the rank of Major-General. He 
fought at Chickamauga and took, part in the 
siege of Knoxville, covering Bragg’s retreat 
from Mission Ridge. During the advance 
“nee Atlanta Wheeler operated with much 
effect against Sherman’s raiding parties,cap- 
turing Gen. Stoneman. Duringthe march to 
the sea he offered the National troops such 
opposition as was possible to the small num- 
ber of soldiers under his command. He wags 
commissioned Lieutenant-General in Febru- 


ary, 1865, and he commanded Johnston’s cav- 

alry until that officer’s surrender. After the 

war he studied } W Apt preenons Is until 

1830, when he was e ed to Congress, and 

has since steadily succeeded himseif. 
STEPHEN D. LEE. 

Stephen D. Lee was a native of South 
Carolina. Atthe outbreak vf the rebellion 
he was made aide-de-canip to Gen. Beatre- 
gard, with the rank of captain, and it 
wes he who carried the note to Maj. 
Anderson, requesting him to surrender. 
He went with Beauregard to Virginia, 
and was engaged in the operations 
during the seven-days’ battle, being 
promoted to the grade of Colonei, and shortly 
after Brigadier-General, commanding his 
brigade atthe second battle of Bull Run, 
Sharpsburg and Antietam. In 1683 he was 
transferred to thearmy under PemDerton, 
with the rank of Major-General, and assau/lt- 
ed by Sherman at CBickasaw Bayuou, which 
assault he repulsed. When shut up in Vicks- 
burg his force stood Several attacks, and he 
was one of the two officers who voted in the 
council of war against surrender. After the 
eurrender he was exchanged and promoted 
to the rank of Lieutenant-General. He fought 
under Johnson during the advance of Sher- 
man on Atlanta, and his corps broke the 
Union lines at the time of Hood’s sally at 
the battle of Nastville ; he was severely 
wounded while leading his men, and forced 
toleave the field. His injuries were such 
that he was unable to take any further active 
part in the operations.

Birth of the Modern Form to Be Cele- 
brated March 31 


THE HOME OF MARGARETTA AND CATH- 
ERINE FOX, ITS FIRST EXPONENTS. 


How the Famous Sisters Were Found to 
Be Mediums—Their Exposure of the 
Spirit Bapping—They Claim to Have 
Produced It by Cracking Their Toe 
Joints. 


HYDESVILLE,.N. Y., March 26,—Spiritualists 


as the anniversary of the origin of modern 
spiritualism, and it was this pleasant little 
Village, located in Arcadia Towship, Wayne 


sleepy, with an indescribable finished ap- 
pearance, conveying the idea that it is abso- 
lutely completed and that nomore building 
or other changes can ever take place here.

Margaretta 
and Catherine, through whom the first 
revelations of supposed spirit power were 
made, have recently denounced themselves 
as charlatans who have been wilfully perpe- 
trating agross and premeditated fraud for 
many years,and though they have stated 
that the so-called ‘‘spirit rappings’’ which 
ereated suchan immense sensation forty- 
two years ago, were produced by a voluntary 
cracking of their toe joints, the faith of be- 
lievers in spiritualism is in no wise shaken. 

The latter say that though the Fox sisters 
may be imposters, as they have declared 
themselves, yet the great truthsand princi- 
ples of modern spiritualism standas firmly 
and shine as brightly asever. They say that 
these date far back ofthe time of the Fox 
girls. Even in that low, rambling two-story 
house in which those mendacious young 
women first cracked their toe-joints, itis 
claimed that genuine spiritual phenomena 
were observed before the Fox girls ever in- 
habited it. In 1847 the house was occupied by 
one Michael Weekman and his family, a poor, 
ignorant laborer, with no thought beyond his 
daily tolifor his daily bread. He and his 
family were soon troubled by mysterious raps 
heard in all parts of their dweiling, 
especially at night, an annoyance 
that increased to such an extent 
that sleep became impossibie. During all 
this time the Fox sisters, then mere children 
aged 11 and 9 years, lived with their parents 
several miles away, so that they could not 
possibly have a hand or atoe joint inthe 
mysterious rappings at Mr. eekman’s 
house. it wes this coats ans 
annoyance of loud raps, whic ou - 
gently investigated, © COMA hot Oe Uaced to 
any human age and soon caused Mr. 
Week man to abandon bis residence. 

Then it was, on March 1, 184, Mr. John D. 
Fox and his family became its occupants. 
The mysterious raps still continged. The 
neighbors were called in on several occasions 
and every possible effort made to trace their 
origin, Dut In vain. 

BEGINNING OF THE FAITH, 

It was on the night of March 321 of that same 
year of 1848, that the mysterious raps first 
gave evidence of being directed by some con- 
trolling intelligence. The family had retired 
during a brief lull in the mysterious rapping 
when suddenly it began again, occurring this 
time nearthe bed occupied by the two little 
daughters, Margaretta and Catherine. The 
latter began tosnap her fingers in imitation 
of the sounds,which immediately responded. 
‘*‘Now do as I do,’’ she - **Count 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5, eo" at the 
same time striking her hands together. 
Mrs. Fox, the girl’s mother, then desired the 
unseen agency to count ten, and that num- 
ber of raps immediately followed, ‘**Tell us 
the age of Cathy, the youngest daugiter, 
by rapping once for each year,’’ said the 
mother,and ten distinct raps were heard. 
Startled by these manifestations Mrs. Fox 
asked ifit wasahuman Deing who was rap- 
ping, but no answering sound was heard, 
‘*‘If you are a spirit make two distinct 
sounds,’’ she said,and two loud raps re- 
sponded. 

MISCHIEF-MAKING GIEKL4, 

Kate Fox, in her exposures of spiritualism, 
has declared that she and her sister were 
producing these mysterious raps while lying 
in bed and almost choking with laughter at 
the clever imposition they were practicing on 
their mother. 

The power of cracking the toe joints, by 
which they produced their ‘‘spirit rap- 
pings,’’they had accidentaily discovered and 
had practiced until they had acquired great 
proficiency. Be that as it may, those sup- 
posed manffestations of spirit power created 
an intense excitement. The family rose 
from their beds and searched every portion 
of the house without resuit. The

FINGER RINGS, 


QUAINT SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT THE 
MUCH-LOVED ORNAMENTS. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 


Finger rings and their mottoes are a very 
interesting Study. They have been worn in 
all ages from the most remote antiquity. Up 
toa relatively laté date they have been of 
great significance, both in matters of 
ceremony and ofthe affections. Rings were 
employed as a means of recognition, cre- 
dentials and introduction. They are also 
emblems of authority. Pharaoh invested 
Joseph witha ring when he conferred upon 
him the government of Egypt. Ahasuerus, 
when he agreed to slaughter all the Jews in 
his kingdom, gave his ringto Haman as his 
warrant to carry out the cruel instructions, 
Instances might be multiplied almost indefi- 
nitely of the part rings have played in the 
affairs of nations, butit would require vol- 
umes to recite them. 

The wedding ring is worn on the fourth 
finger ofthe left hand, because it was an- 
ciently believed that a small artery ran to 
this finger from the heart. Wheatly (1714) 
on the authority of old missals, calls ita 
vein: ‘‘It is because from thence proceeds a 
particular vein to the heart.’’ He adds, 
however: ‘*This Is, indeed, now contra- 
dicted by experience; but several eminent 
authors, as well Gentiles as Christians, as 
well physicians as divines, were formerly of 
this opinion, ana, therefore, they thought 
this finger the properest to bear this pledge 
of love, that from thenceit might be con- 
veyed, as it were, to the heart.’’ 

The probability is that this superstition 
grew out of a custom based upon excellent 
grounds, It has been handed down to the 

resent age from our remote ancestors, who 
found the left hand more convenient for such 
ornaments asaring than the right, because 
it is less employed. For the same reason 
they chose the fourth finger, which is not 


only less used than either of the rest, but is 
more capable of preserving a ring from in- 


jury, possessing this ome peculiar quality, | 
that it can be extended but In company with | 


some other finger, while the rest may De 
stretched to their full length and straight- 
ness singly. 

Some married women to-day—and they are 
not confined to the uneducated classes by any 
means—are so superstitiously rigid concern- 
ing their wedding ring that neither when 
they wash their hands, nor at any other 
time, will they take it off their finger, ex- 
tending, it should seem, the expression of, 
** *Till death do us part,’’ even to this golden 
circlet, the token and pledge of matrimony. 
There isan old proverb on wedding rings 
which is, no doubt, often quoted for the pur- 
pose of encouraging the consent of a diffi- 
dent or timorous maiden: 

As your wedding ring wears, 
Your cares will wear away 

The wedding ring, according to the best 
authorities, originated in Rome,where it was 
given at the betrothal, it was first a signet 
or seal ring. Exchanging ringsat the be- 
trothal was an ancient custom; this is re- 
ferred to by Shakspeare in his ‘‘T wo Gentle- 
men of Verona:’’ 

JULIA: If vou turn not, you will return the sooner: 
Keep this in remembrance of thy Julia’s 
sake. (Gives him a ring.) 
PROTEUS: Why, then, we'll make exchange; 
Here, take you. this. 
(Gives her another. ] 

At betrothals sometimes the betrothed 
broke a piece of gold; sometimes a ring was 
broken, each party keeping a half. Inthe 
**Exeter Garland’’ this custom thus ig 
spoken of: 

A ring of pure gold she from her finger took 

And just in the middle the same then she broke . 

Quoth she, as a token of love you this take, 

And this as a pledge I keep for your sake. 

It was usual for lovers to wear the ring 
which their mistresses had given them on all 
holidays. In ‘‘England’s Helicon’’ (1600) it 
says: 

My songs they be of Cinthia’s prayse, 
I weare her rings on holiy-dayes. 

The old weddingring almost invariably had 
its motto; this is not entirely discarded to- 
day. Here is a short list of these quaint say- 
ings: ‘‘Letlyking laste.’’ ‘‘A faithful wife

In ‘*Rambles of an Archzologist Among Old 
Books and in Old Places,’’ itsaysthe signet 
ring of Cwsar Borgia was exhibited at a 
meeting of the British Arch#ological Asso- 
ciation by the Rev. C. Hartshorne. It isof 
gold slightly enameled, with the date 1503, 
and round the inside is the motto ‘‘Fays 
ceque doys avien que pourra.’’ A box Is 
dropped intothe front, having on it Borgia, 
in letters reversed, round which are the 
words ‘*Cor unum una via.’’ At the back is 
a slide, within which itis related he carried 
the pvison he was in the habit of dropping 
into the wine of his unsuspecting guests. 

Hannibal polsoned himself with the liquid 
contained in his own ring, which he carried 
round with him. 

Rings were believed to be possessed of the 
power Of curing diseases; of being talismans 
against the evil eye demons, and nearly 
everything that could injure humanity. 
Brand (1777) saysthat in Berkshire a ring 
made from a plece of silver collected at the 
communion isa cure for convulsions and 
fits ofall kinds. If collected on Easter Sun- 
day, its efficacy Is greatly increased. A sil- 
ver ring mace of five sixpences collected 
from five different bachelors, to be —a 
by the hands ofa smith who is a bachelor 
will cure fits also, but none of the persons 
who give the six pences are to know for what 
purpose they are collected. A ring made of 
silver contributed by twelve young women, 
constantly worn on one of the fingers, cures 
epilepsy. Trallian, in the fourth century, 
cured the colic with the help of an octangular 
ring of iron, on which eight words were 
engraven, and by commanding the Dile to 
take possession of an unfortunate lark. 

The gemmal, or gimmal ring, which, as its 
name implies,is constructed of twin or double 
L which play one within another. 
Each hoop has one of its sides flat, the other 
convex; each is twisted once round, and each 
surmounted bya hanu, issuing froman em- 
bossed fancy-work wrist or sleeve; the hand 
rising somewhat above the circle, and ex- 
tending in the same direction. The course of 
the twist, in each hoop,is made to correspond 
with that of its counterpart, so that on 
bringing togetber the flat surfaces of the 
hoops, the latter immediately unitein one 
ring. On the lower hand, or that of which 
the palm is uppermost, is represented a 
heart, and, asthe hoops close, the hands 
slide into contact, forming, with their orna- 
mented wrists, a head to the whole. 

The gemmal ring, when compared to the 
great antiquity of ordinary rings, Is of rela- 
tively modern date, not older, probably 
than 500 years. It appears to have originated 
in France, and was at first only a ‘*love 
token,’”’ but at length became a betrothal 
ring. They are occasionally to be seen to- 
day of the exact form described above. They 
are common in New Mexico, whose deft 
jewelers make them with three links, and 
they are called *‘puzzle rings.’’ 


The Cannon of the Future. 


Lieut. Cloth, in Harper’s Weekly. 

The idea of making wire-wound guns first 
occurred to an American by the name of Dr. 
Woodbridge as far back as 1850. Ever since 
that time a number of ordinance and artillery 
officers have believed that the wire gun will 
be the great artillery weapon of the future. 


Hence it is not surprising that numerous at- 
tempts have been made both in this country 
and in Europe to invent a system of wire-gun 
construction which would give better resuits 
than the system of the built-up steel rifle. 
These attempts, however, have been unsuc- 
cessful, and not one of the wire- wound guns 
made up t) this day has offered such ad- 
vantages as to justify so great a change in 
gun construction. 

The ideal cannon of the future, no matter 
whether it is a wire-wound or any oc:her kind 
of gun, must be botha military and econom- 
icai success. This at once shows the require- 
ments which the cannon of the future must 
meet, namely: It should be able to with- 
stand a higher wder pressure, and thus 
give a greater initial velocity and conse- 
quently a greater penetrating power to the 
missile; it should be lighter in weight, cost 
less money, save time in construction, while 
the material used should retain its commer.- 
cial value after the gun is no longer service- 
able. High as these requirements may seem, 
all of them are essential in order to justify a 
change in the present method of ordnance 
construction, . 

Among the many reasons of the opposition 
it was claimed that, since the segmental core 
ofa gun in itself can have no circumferential 
strength, it was, therefore, a mistake at the 
very start to choose segments instead of a 
solid core. The recent successful test at 
Birdsborough of the powder-chamber of the 
new five-inch segmental gun which is now 
being constructed at that place for the United 
States Government under the supervision of 
Lieut. Whistler, settles definitely and con- 
clusively the strength of the Brown system sf 
wire-gun manufacture.

“EIGHT AND MAGNETIC NEEDLE. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. = 
Our terrestrial globe isan immense reseér- 
yoir of that subtle force, electricity, which 
ézists in all the planets of our systam and 
whose radiating source is the sun himself. 
Like attraction, light and heat, electricity is 
an all-pervading force of nature. Its palpi- 
tations keep worlds alive. Un our own planet 
its currents are circulating constantly from 
the equator tothe poles, from the poles to 


the equator. 

The magnetic needle, the compass, points 
with its delicate finger to this perpetual 
circulation northward. It oscillates and 
trembles whenever perturbations disturb the 
general equilibrium. It is wildly agitated 
whenever these perturbations become 
violent. Lightning striking a ship 
often produces’ a permanent change in 
the character of the compass, and in 
seeking the north, indicated by the needle, 
gallors have been astonished to find them- 
selves dashed against rocks or thrown on in.- 
hospitable shores. If a bright aurora bore- 
alis flilumines the sky of Stockholm or of 
Retkiawik, the needle of the Observatory of 
Paris is disturbed at a distance of hundreds 
of leagues; it seems to ask what is happen- 
ing, and invites the physicist to inform him- 
self of the disturbances in the Northern re- 

ons. 

— aurora borealis is a great pouring forth 
ofthe atmospheric electricity. Instead ofa 
tempest confined within the space ofa few 
leagues, roaring with flerceness and rage, it 
is a slow and gentle interchange of the nega- 
tive fluid of the atmosphere, which is ac- 
complished in the aerial heights. : 

This outpouring of electricity in a vast 
fluid sheet is visible only at night. It takes 
on all imaginable forms, according to the 
manner in which it is accomplished, and ac- 
cording tothe perspective given by the dis-

with a strange rustling. Sometimes there 
are sheaves of flame springing from the 
north in all the different directions of the 
compass. It is especially near the lar 
circles, where storms are sO rare that these 
manifestations of terrestrial electricity un- 
fold their splendor. 

Nothing could be more solemn. The whole 
earth lookson. She is both spectator and 
actor. The evening before, or several hours 
inadvance, her preoccupation is indicated 
everywhere by disturbance of the magnetic 


needle. 
But see how that majestic arch of clear 
yellow quietly leaps up,like an effervescence. 
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n e, usually most regular, 
troubled accidentally by perturbations which 
are felt at the same instant over very great 


ex es of territory. 

This aally oscillation of the needle is pro- 
duced by the daily oscillation of tempera- 
ture, to which are added the variations in 
électricity, vapor of water, atmospheric 
pressure, etc. The oscillation is weaker in 
winter, stronger in summer; the thermomet- 
ric variation is also less in winter and 
greater in summer. The thermometric varia- 
tion aiso increases in passing from 
the tropics to the polar regions. We 
may then positively affirm that this 
daily oscillation —— directly on the va- 
riation in temperature, due tothe sun, and 
acting through the intermediary of the at- 
mospheric electricity on the terrestrial mag- 
netism, whose variations are indicated by 
the magnetic needle. 

The width of the diurnal oscillations varies 
daily, monthly andyearly. Taking the mean 
early observations we find that this oscilla- 
tion becomes at least doubled in a period 
of about eleven years, which period, a 
fact most worthy of attention, corre- 
sponds with the period of the solar 
spots, the maximum of the oscillations co- 
inciding with the maximum of spots, and the 
minimum of the one with the miniatum of 
the other. All the other elements of magnet- 
ism, the dip of thé need@ie and the intensity of 
the force exhibit the same correspondence. 
Still more; the magnetic needle from time to 
time exhibits abnormal agitations, per- 
turbations caused by magnetic storms. 
These perturbations also correspond with 
great agitations observed in the sun, 

If we trace the curve of the number of 
solar spots (the mean diurnal extent of the 
solar surface covered by spots for each year) 
and beneath it the curve expressing the mag- 
netic variation according to a complete 
series of observations, we obtain the accom: 
panying diagram, which speaks for itself, 
giving a precise affirmation of the real cor- 
respondence. We notice that the maxima 
and minima both of magnetic force and of 
the solar spots are far from invariably reach- 
ing the same value. 

The correspondence is so striking that an 
astronomer, M. Wolf, director of the observ- 
atory at Zurich, has established formule for 
caiculating the number of spots on the sun 
by examining magnetic observations only, 
without need of observing the sun. He 
wrote me lately that these formul# have 
mever waited for verification more than a 
few months. The curve drawn to express on 
p physiological chart the dally, monthly, 
yearly state of the sun’s bealth presents the 
same defiections, the same rate and propor- 
tions as the curve representing the daily, 
monthly and yearly observation or the mag-

Asin allthe other little country villages

MURAT HALSTEAD WRITES ABOUT THE 
EMPEROR AND THE RIOTERS. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-Dispatcu. } 

Twice recently in Berlin the normal quiet 
of the streets has been broken by crying ex- 
tras of the leading papers; and on both oc- 
casions they related to alleged plots against 
the Czar, and there was not news enough to 
make a fuss about. This does not seem 
friendly toward the Czar. In Austria books 
abusmg the Russian Government are freely 
sold, but nothing unfriendly or unkindly to- 
ward Germany. The Ozar is under a liter- 
ary fire, and the Kaiser is not. This Uberty 
of the press about the Ogar is poéssibiy a 
safety valve,like the rowdyism in the streets, 
which is allowed one night in the year—that 
the dawn of which is New Year’s Day. There 
was a row by those who were seeing the old 
year out. The boys wete wild, helped to 
temporary insanity by lquor no doubt, and 
the especial fancy of the hour was the smash- 
ing of silk hats with canes. I had not sus- 
pected the Germans of the capacity for so 
much ruffanism, but it is strictiy limited, 
anditsurely is @ gorgeous frolit, while it 
goes. 

German common sense does not recognize 
any State necessity for serious differences 
with Russia, and distrusts a policy that is in 
conflict with the formidable power on the 
East, which has repeatedly marched its le- 
gions westward, but has not been success- 
fully invaded, and is too vast to be assailed 
inany vital part. The solicitude of the old 
Emperor Willamto the last that the Rus- 
sian Czar should be treated with the highest 
consideration is well remembered; and the 
fact that there is a Russian ambition opposed 
to the policy of Western Europe, including 
Germany, is not so clearly within the range 
of popular vision as.it should be for the full 
enlightenmentand just judgment of public 
opinion. But why should the purpose of 
Russia to take Constantinople be regarded as 
amenace? There ought to bean end of the 
Turkish supremacy in a corner of Europe. 
Suppose the Black Sea becomes a Russian 
lake? Who will be harmed? The fact that 
Russia has aseaof her own is of no greater 
import to the worid at large thanthat she has 
great rivers of her own. The polity of na- 
tionsis not yet sufficiently modffied by the 
modern conditions, Take the rock of Gibral- 
tar, for instance, England would lose pres- 
tige by its abandonment, and yet its impor- 
tance is reduced @s a ‘‘gate’’ when fleets can 
pass it under steam untouched by the heaviest 
yuns. Itisof valueasa coaling station and 
a harbor, and its history is to be duly esti- 
mated; butif France, Spain and Italy were 
combined, and held the mastery In the Medi- 
terranean, Gibraltar would not Interfere 
withthem. The same is true of Malta. It 
isto be estimated as a harbor and coaling 
station, It does not command the sea—merely 
affords a facility for the forces Great Britain 
has in hand. England has an enormous in- 
terest in the shortest route to India, and is 
making it as sure as possible; but what would 
\den, Egypt, Cyprus, Malta and Gibraltar be 
to her if her fleet Was not stronger than any 
other? England has a cable between Gibral- 
tar and Malta, as between Halifax and Ber- 
muda, but she needs her ships to make those 
connections of significance. The use of steam 
power and its rapid development on new 
ships, the telegraph by land and through the 
seas, have reduced the potentiality of posi- 
tions and increased that of general resources. 
Constantinople in the possession of Russia 
would not be a threat to any power having a 
Mediterranean front, any more ‘than her 
cities on the Baltic are of themselves danger- 
ousto other States bordering on that sea. 
The time ls approaching when statesmanship 
in Germany will consent that Russia shall 
have Constantinople, and must find compen- 
sation in Amsterdam and Antwerp. Then 
tngland will avow her Egyptian conquest, 
and hold it for all it is worth. ‘There may be 
another war or two firsts The education of 
nations proceeds siowly, and that of public 
men is still more tedious, 

There is uneasiness in Germany about the 
hostility toward Russia, andan outbreak of 
war with the Russians would be regarded by 
the Germans as the greatest of horrors. 
It is Austria that is trampling on Russia’s 
toes in the Balkans, and the danger is in that 
quarter. The Emperor of Germany has had 
lard work to manage Austria and Italy as 
partners, and when the day comes that the 
Emperor of Austria dies, there will be 
a great commotion, and the overshadow- 
ing question of the unity of the 
German race at all hazards will be in 
the air. The friendliness of France and Rus- 
Sia is a source of German Irritation and may 
have graver consequences than the Czar has 
intended. Itis the answer tothe renewal by 
proclamation of the Triple Alliance. The 
strain of the attituce of war in which the 
armed nations are placed isinmany ways 
visible; buta German who would gladly bea 
man of peace, said the other day: ‘*‘Germany 
is like a peaceably disposed citizen sitting on 
a bench between two armed men, oneot 
whomis his declared enemy, while he dis- 
trusts the other. Of course, there is no way 
of keeping the peace except by being armed 
and vigilant.’’ 

There are many anecdotes in Berlin about 
the imperial children. One is that the little 
fellows prefer soldier toys and array them 
tor war. The Crown Prince, of course, sees 
to it when handling his armies that the 
French are speedily put to flight. Thethira 
of the six little boys has the reputation of 
as the most warlike spirit that 
as} been developed in the group of 
princes, and he has even ventured 
to dispute the authority of the Crown 
Prince. The pranks of the young gentlemen 
are sometimes played upon illustrious guests, 
and there is a tale Of a venerable and majes- 
tlc lady belng not long ago deprived ot her 
shoes when ata dinner in the palace by the 
} rincely mischief-makers,who had contrived 
to hide themselves under the table. 

(he imperial family of Germany—the 
Hohenzollern—are in evidence, in an amiable 
way, ina museum that bears their name and 
occuples one Of the) palaces. The display 
is of articles identified with the old Emperor 
William, his ancestors, close relations and 
descendants, and it ig interesting to note tne 
“Xtent to which the people huve been taken 
into the royal and imperial confidence. The 
furniture and clothing of the father and 
mother of the old Emperor are freely dis- 
played. He adored his mother, andthe pre- 
cious relics of her are gathered in one room, 
including the bedroom furnishing, the bed, 
Inirrors, clock, her jewelry, rings, bracelets, 
her watch, embroidery she made, laces she 
wore, dresses, a Wheel with the threads on 
itshe was using when overtaken by her last 
liiness, the cradle in which William was 
rocked when a baby, the worn hand wagon in 
Which he was trundled around when a child, 
The articles that belonged to the old Emperor 
hil several apartments. His coronation 
robes are displayed, also the dresses he wore 
on Various occasions, plumed hats, uniforms, 
an immense array of orders enough to have 
clothed him, a whole library of presentation 
books, his walking sticks and shotguns,about 
forty swords, his ye clothes, .memen- 
toes of events with which he was associated, 
and two rooms wholly occupied with wreaths 
and articles used at his funeral; likenesses of 
limatallages, from 5to90. There is a mel- 
ancholy interest attaching to the relics of 
poor Frederick, beginning with his baby 
dress which he wore when baptized, his first 
uniform coat when he was a slender lad, and 
the last uniform Khe wore—helmet, coat, trou- 
scrs, boots; a shot froma rified cannon that 
passed directly over his head.

One cannot say that the climate of Berlin 
isuspecial delight, The attractions of the 
imperial German city are those consistent 
with a rapidly variable temperature, high 
Winds, extremes of heat and cold,and a great 
cealofrain, It is much as Chicago would be 
if there was a small river instead ofa great 
lake for the American city. This winter has 
been exceptionally wet, Dut it is hard to say 
When it rains. This peouliarity is very 
scotch, Seeing that the streets are quite wet 
is not convineing that there has been a rain. 
lhe stones are Condensing the water from 
the moist air. Then there isa mist that re- 
sembles the rain, but is not the thing. The 
suowers do come, however, and you can tell 
them by the rain-drops ope ing in the 
places thatare a little wet than usual. 
lhe winds blow chilland raw, and two or 
three times I haye heard them squeal around 
the corners, and they ould, nO.

They are often gallopingin the par 
before the average business man of Berlin has 
had his coffee. Whenin Berlin he is nearly 
every day in the park, often walking, more 
frequently on horseback, sometimes driving. 
He keeps things humming, but there its no dls- 
ease spurring him tothe exertions of a morbid 
Sensibility. Heis very fond of his wife and 
children, and takes himself as an Emperor in 
earnest. His face is bright; clearly that ofa 
strong, keen, alert man. Tam told that the 
exact fact of his relations with Bismarck is 
that he would be giad to be on friendly terms 
with the great Chancelior, but he is intensely 
in conceit of Caprivi, and there is no sign of 
the return ofthe mighty man of blood and 
iron to the supreme direction of affairs, The 
truth, Isuppooe, is that the Emperor has 
tasted personal power, and will not consent 
to be subordinated. Ifhe would come to the 
conclusion that no man could be too great to 
serve him, that would be a solution, Bis- 
marck will —- not appear in the Ger- 
man Parliament. t would not be consistent 
with his history to be the leader ofa faction. 
He could agitate the world with his speech, 
but his strongest expression is silence, It is 
far from true that he has been forgotten. He 
remains an impressive fact. His retirement 
has not barred him from -history. The em- 
pire of which he is the architect stands, 
and the proof is that his work was good. 
It is held that the fear that Russia and 
France may have some vast scheme in view 
has an influence in consolidating the coun- 
try. Close observers hold that Bavaria, Wur- 
temburg and Saxony would be favorable to 
a dissolution of the empire if it were not 
for the external pressure. The old South Ger- 
man opposition to Prussia has not been 
wholly eradicated. Bavaria has two army 
corps, and is particular that they shall not 
so far fall under Prussian influence as to De 
in facta eg ofthe Prussian army. It exas- 
perates the southern sensibility tohave it as- 
sumed that Prussia is Germany. The Wur- 
temburg and Saxony Corps are not as dis- 
tinct armies as those of Bavaria. It does not 
please the whole German heart that Berlin 
should he so large and growing a city, and 
there is talk of the dangers of centralization. 
There is no common railroad time in Ger- 
many, because itis impossible to secure a 
general agreement that the time shall be that 
ofa particular point. In England the time 
of the whole island is that of Greenwich. The 
time of Frence is that of Paris. Why not 
make thetime of Berlin that of Germany? 
Because there is resistance at Munich, Stutt- 
gart and Dresden and there are other Ger- 
man cities, each with the notion thatitis the 
true center. 
There is one thing pretty certain about 
Berlin, and itis that itis the musicalas well 
as the politicalcenter. Itis the place, too, 
where the best German is spoken and the 
center of the highest cultivation in musical 
science and art. Americans largely go to 
England for business, to France for pleasure, 
to Spain and Italy out of curiosity, to Austria 
and Russia andthe East for love of travel 
and study ofthe scenes of ancient history, 
but they goto Germany for educational ad- 
vantages. It is stated that the American 
colony in Beriin numbers nearly five thou- 
sand, and of these the greater number 
are women and a very large propor- 
tion of them very young and musical. The 
American. girls in Europe studying music 
have the respect of everybody, though some 
of them have more of sympathy. Often 
their resources are slender and their en- 
thusiasm and ambition great, and not unfre- 
quently they have been ill-advised to come, 
because they do not begin with sufficient at- 
tainments and cannot stay long enough to 
gain the real advantages of EKuropean asso- 
ciation. Itis folly in the extreme for girls, 
however gifted, to think they can win the 
honors of the schools in a few months, es- 
pecially if they happen not to Know how toap- 
ply themselves, There are many sensible 
and modest girls with moderate views, who, 
by hard work, can get a glimpse of the great 
things in a year and go back improved. But 
the education sought—either in* vocal music 
or instrumental, the planoor violin—cannot 
be so soon achieved, and the poor girls have 
to go home just when they have seen the 
dawn. Itis not worth while to come unless 
they can stay until it is broad day. Nocountry 
ever had such representatives abroad as 
America has in her young women. The num- 
ber of them who are beautiful and as good as 
they are fair Is surprising, and, while there 
are a few phenomenally absurd In their aspir- 
ations,many have brilliant talents. There are 
idlers and trifiers of course, but the-rule is 
fanatical industry, perseverance in the most 
arduous tasks, self-denial, effort so strenuous 
that one wishes there could be a better dis- 
tribution of indulgence. The independence 
of the American giris is not so misunderstood 
in Burope as it was a generation ago. They 
have established themselvesasaclass. Ido 
not mean the freshly rich,the loud and dressy 
and assured, but the earnest, eager trav- 
elers and students whose reputation for be- 
ing saucy and charming is exceeded by the 
fame of their virtue and the flerce resent- 
ment with which they repel impertinence. 
The objective point of the long journey of 
which Iam writing outline sketches was Ber- 
lin, latterly aavancing rapidly in favor with 
Americans who are pleased to temporarily 
reside abroad. It has offered many advan- 
tages—the best schools of music, the German 
language in its purity, cleanliness, discipline, 
economy. But there has been a reconstruc. 
tion of the income tax that Germany is not 
likely to find profitable in the longrun. There 
was reason for the revision ofthe tax. Itcut 
so low as to strike the wages of the laboring 
man, and was so loose in construction that 
the incomes of capitalists were largely un- 
touched. The new tax exempts a sum cover- 
ing the compensation for manual labor, and is 
so severe and sweeping that evasion by the 
highest-placed favorites will be well-nigh im- 
possible. The point that interests the Amert- 
can colony is that all persons residing in 
Germany are to be taxed, no matter of what 
country they are citizens, or what is the 
source oftheir income. The rate of the tax 
is, [am informed, a fraction Over 5 per cent. 
A citizen of the United States with an income 
of $50,000, living in Germany, has to pay an 
income assessment of about $2,500, and that 
is, of course, in addition to his contributions 
to the public treasuries at home.

Lonpon, March 16.—The author of ‘*Tess’’

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D’Urherville’s family, though the real name 
is slightly different. Take a look around the 
drawing-room and get my wife to tell you 
about the different pictures, etc, ; I shall be 
back in a few minutes.’”’

A STATE DINNER. 


HOW KAISER WILLIAM DINES HIS 
GUESTS ON FORMAL OCCASIONS.

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Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

BERLIN, March 14.—William II, is the first 
king since the creation of royal Prussia by 
Friderick I, in 1701, who recognized the Berlin 
Schloss asthis official residence and there 
spends the social season. Indeed, he makes 
the immense pile facing the Lustgarten his 
headquarters duriug the whole of the year, 
whenever he visits the Capital, either on 
returning from his summer jaunts or when 
running across from Potsdam, where he 
inhabits a palace almost similar in magnitude 
and grandeur, the Neues Palais, so called. 

Fred erick I., who in the year 1716, furnished 
the Schloss, founded the fifteenth century, 
leftitabad name. It was at this castle his 
court spent one-fifth ofthe kingdom’s entire 
revenue in aping Louls XIV. And this rev- 
enue wasatthe time only 4,000,000 thalers, 
1,000,000 less than the present sovereign’s 
anntial salary. His successor, Frederick 
William, the parsimonious, detested the 
place where his lordly father had 
entertained 142 different classes of 
servants on the fat of the land. 
He never set foot into it, except on state oc- 
casions. Frederick the Great hated the 
Schloss almost as much as Berlin and sent all 
his grandfather’s silver treasures stored 
there, the immense chandeliers, massive 
tables and chairs, etc., into the mint. Fred- 
ericks William II. and Ill, also kept aloof 
from the Schiloss,the one because he pre- 
ferred the air and country lassies of Potsdam, 
the other for economy’s sake. 

REVOLUTIONARY REMINISENCES, 

Frederick William IV. made a brave at- 
tempt at occupyingthe Schloss, bat when 
the revolutionists of 1848 made him appear on 
the grand balcony to doff his ehapeat before 
the victims of his soldiery, he became so dis- 
gusted with the ill-fated pilethat he never 
dared look at it afterwards for fear of bring- 
ing On apoplexy. Forthe same reasons the 
late Kaiser Wilhelm was opposed to a resi- 
dence in the Schioss. He had attended the 
balcony scene in his disgraced brother’s 
suite, and deeply felt the significance of the 
event, which Ferdinand Freiligrath thus de. 
scribes in his great poem- ‘‘The Dead’s Ap- 
peal to the Living.’’ 

Off came his hat—he crouched— 

The royal puppet, who but yesterday appeared as 
a comedian. 

But that wasn’t all, 
grave personal Causes 
palace. 

THE CASTLE GATES TORN OPEN. 

On March 20, 1848, he, then Prince of Prus- 
Sia, was forced to hide in one of its inner 
chambers to elude the enraged populace, who 
starmed the castle gates to secure his persun. 
The riotors failed to find him and in their 
anger threw the gates into the Spree, where 
they had intended to deposit the Prince. 
Some years later these gates were fished out 
of the river and re-erected, a standing re- 
minder of a Hohenzollern’s weakness. The 
present Emperor caused them to be removed 
and replaced by magnificent specimens of the 
wroughter’s art. 

THE KAISER’S APARTMENTS. 

Not until the last trace ofthem had disap- 

eared did the proud Kaiser make his en- 

rance into the ancestral halls,where he occu- 

ies the apartments formerly inhabited by his 
ate uncle, Frederick Charles, the tamous Red 
Prince and conqueror oft Metz, a gentleman 
who never cared a rap for the historical and 
revolutionary reminiscences that made the 
Schloss odious tothe other members of the 
royal family, but considered it a good place 
to live in as long ashe had no palace of his 
own. 

The building itself has undergone no altera- 
tions since it became once more the royal 
headquarters. Emperor William has begun 
the construction of anannextothe White 
Hall, itis true, but asit will not De finished 
for the next twelve months, it must not be 
taken into consideration here. 

This hall is one of the most beautiful in the 
world. Like all stated apartments of the 
Schloss Its appointments and decorations are 
of the first Frecerick’s period, when 4,000,000 
of down-trodden people were reduced to 
abject poverty inorder toequip the new- 
made King’s hew residence with regal splen-

On the White Hall, especially, money was 
spent with a lavish hand, for didn’t the 
King, during the course of its construction, 
secure the services Of Dominico Caetano 
Counte de Ruggiers, the alchemist, who 
claimed to have invented a process of mak- 
ing gold? What was the use of stinting 
oneself (from one’s people’s pockets) ifthe 
Italian promised to create untold oceans of 
gold at will? 

BUILT ON FALSE PRETENSES. 

When the White Hall was finished and His 
Majesty confronted with national bank- 
ruptcy, Caetano was adjudged a fraud and 
hanged on a gilded gallows, together with 
his mistress, whom he had recommended to 
the King’s mercy. Frederick thought ita 
most magnanimous act to allow her, a mere 
commoner, to died on a gildéd gallows. That 
‘was ini709. Voor Oaetano and his stangely 
ennobled mistress are forgotten long ago, 
but his great work, ‘*Der Weisse Saal.’’ con- 
tinues as the all-admired and far-famed 
banquet hall of Kings. Its anclent crystal 
and silver chandliers are now provided with 
thousands of incandescent lights; there are 
several modern paintings on the long 
stretched walls, and statues of ‘‘new’’ men 
in the marble niches, but its general aspect 
has remained unchanged for nearly two 
centuries. 

A state banquet, held by the Kaiser in the 
White Hall, is a spectacle never to be forgot- 
ten, even from the standpoint ofa looker-on 
in the musicians’ gallery. That was my 
standpoint a few evenings ago. 

I had been advised to climb up into the loft 
aboutone hour before the ceremony cum- 
menced, and the precaution was well taken 
for I had but just seated myself in the front 
row, when an army or privileged officials 
with their kith and kin, evaded the limite 
precincts and com letely filled the rest of the 
avallable space. While these ladies and gen- 
tlemen were quarreling for precedence and 
muttering under their breath, I looked 
through a narrow window to catch a giimpse 
of the approach of state coaches driving up 
into the court yard below, 

There were the foreign ambassadors’ and 
the nobility’s ofd-time ‘‘rococo’’ carriages of 
ark-like dimensions, painted in bright colors, 
red and green, blue or white, glittering with 
gold and crests galore, and with pig-tailed, 
silk-stockinged servants hanging on to showy 
straps intherear. Four or six richly har- 
nessed horses galloped gaily in front of these 
cumbersome ambuiances, their drivers con- 
stituting a whole circus in themselves, with 
their laces, tassels and cords, three-cornered 
hats, immense furs and uquets, their 

old-headed whips, and above ajil their 

aughty airs. 
ROYALTY’S RECEPTION.

The menu was quickly gone through with, 
and asi viewed the rapidity with which the 
dishes were changed, I pitied those who per- 
chance had come real hungry to the feast. 

The imperial family were waited on by the 
pages, who received the siivér and gold 
plates from the hands of the Iiveried kam- 
Mmerjagers. This isa curious title for ‘‘but- 
ler,’’ to be sure. 

The jiteral translation is ‘‘chamber-hunts.

EMILE ZOLA RECALLS INCIDENTS OF 
THE FRANCO-GERMAN WAR. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-Dispratcn. 

In 1870 we Were grOWR Men. Of my old school 
vellows, Louis had reached the rank of cap- 
tain; Julian, after various beginnings, had 
settled down to the idle, over-occupied life of 
those wealthy Parisians who frequent literary 
and artistic society without themselves ever 
touching pen OF paint brush. He nad indeed 
publisbed one collection of verses of average 
merit, and there he had stopped. Isaw him 
from time to time and heard news of his 
brother, who was Spending his life in country 
barracks. 

There was great excitement at the first 
report of a war with Germany. It may be 
that Napoleon III. led France into this war in 
the interests of hisown dynasty ;but it must be 
confessed that the whole nation responded 
»the appeal. I-speak of what I saw and 
‘lt around me. People’s brains were 
evered; there was talk about our natural 
frontier on the Rhine and about avenging 
Waterloo, which had remained a weight on 
our hearts. If the campaign had been opened 
by a victory, France would certainly have 
blessed this war which she ought to have 
cursed.

IMPROVEMENTS IN MILLING, FROM THE 
OLD STONES TO THE ROLLER PROCESS.

Hardly any manufacture of a generation | 


ago was so simple as flour milling. The 
Miller dropped his wheat into a hopper, 
Milistones beneath swiftly ground it into 
@ product from which, there and then, 
flour was separated by bolting cloth. 
Fragments of Wheat that had been only 
Partiy ground, and so could not pass 
through the meshes of the cloth, were passed 
between the milistonesa second time, The 
meal obtained by this latter operation was 
again sifted, yielding a fiour which varied a 
good deal in quality. Sometimes it was fair 
in grade, but usually it carried so much bran 
as to be quite dark in color, and the 
bread baked from it was darker 
still. Contrasted with this simple, 
direct way of making flour is the elab- 
orate roller process, first brought to the 
point of practical success in Hungary: Im- 
ported thence, it was developed and im- 
proved by American ingenuity in the great 
mills of Minnesota, and from that State has 
spreadto every other in the Union, Sim- 
plicity is so important a feature in machinery 
that had the old-time mill been as econom!- 
calas it was simple,”its quick and ready 
methods would never have been discarded. 
A MACHINE MAY BE TOO SIMPLE. 

The fauit in these methods was that, con- 
sidering the real complexity of the work to 
be done, they were too simple. Millistones, 
especially when they ran, as they usually did, 
very clese together, wasted some of the 
wheat’s best elements and left sticking to 
the bran no small percentage of good flour. 

What a miller’s task is becomes plain when 
we closely examine a grain ofwheat. The 
first thing to meet the eye isthe branny en- 
velope. At one end of this is a little bunch of 
delicate hair or fuzz; at the other appears an 
embryo or germ—for the grain, it must be re- 
membered, is a seed. Next is to be noticed 
the deep crease that runs along the length 
grain:tlis is very tightly and snugly 
together. In getting at the flour with-

If four from an old-fashioned miil, such as 
still may be found lingering in a frontier set- 
tlement, be scrutinized carefully it will be 
found toconsist of flours of more than one 
kind. These flours, if freed from their admix- 
ture of bran and other impurities,and divided 
into fair, good and best, would be much en- 
hanced in’ value. To effect this separation 
would be impossible, and yet modern mill- 
ing accomplishes what is practically the 
sametask. Thisit does by indirect attack. 
Instead of attempting to separate and purify 
flours in their ground and mixed state,!it sep- 
arates and purifies each distinct product of 
wheat before flour is made at ali. 
When wheatis granulated, step by step, it 
can be easily rid of its impurities and di 
vided kind from kind, as it cannot at a later 
stage when as flour it rises before the breath 
like so much dust. Both groups of inven- 
tions, roliers for reduction and purifiers and 
separators for treating wheat as reduced, 
owe their development to the stud bestowed 
upon what, not very long ago, millers were 
wont to regard as a mere by-product. 

A BY-PRODUCT THE MILLER’S MAINSTAY. 

Millstones run in the old, crude way used to 
turn outsto5 per cent oftheir gristin the 
form of middlings—wheat finely broken, but 
stillfar short of the powderiness of flour. 
Formed from the part nextthe husk, hard 
in texture and refractory to the mill- 
stones, these middlings were at the same 
time the wheat’s ricbest substance, the por- 
tion most sensitive tothe action of leaven. 
Millers were quite well aware of their value, 
but mixed as the middlings were with bran, 
germ and fiber, they were either run into the 
refuse heap for cattle feed or made into a low 
quality of four. When the middlings purifier 
was invented its cleansed and divided product 
yielded a flour so superior to any brand 
previously manufactured that millers began 
to study howthbe percentage of middlings 
might be increased. This led to the introdue- 
tion of ‘‘Thenew process milling’’ which 
was simply high grindingon millstones, the 
upper millstone being at an increased height 
from the lower, This process 

in turn d@iscarded from the Huy- 
garian roller system. A very strik- 
ing transformation has resulted. Whereas 
the miller’s aim had been to make as much 
flour at one operation as he could, and as 
little middlings, he endeavors to-day to make 
all the middlings possibile, and, at his earlier 
operations, as little four as he can. To 
produce this largest possible yield of 
middlings a series of 
rollers to up his wheat 
*~hat done, rollers in a second extended series 
recuce the middlings to flour. Uncounted ex- 
periments have shown that in both operations 
it is best to proceed deliberately. Gradua 
reduction permits gracual purification, an 
no purification can be thorough which is not 
gradual. In abandoning methods that seemed 
simple, and which were realy too simple, 
millers have built up what looks like a round- 
about process. Their justification is in its 
splendid results. To-day out of 100 pounds of 
flour they will have some seventy to seventy- 
tive pounds of a whiteness and bread- making 
quality such as the old milis knew not, twen- 
ty pounds or so as good as the old mills’ best, 
and only the remainder, five or ten pounds, 
of low grade.

Clearly,then, 
it is desirable that the grain submitted to the 
roliers should be as nearly of a size as poss!i- 
ble. AS a rule spring wheatis small, and 
winter wheat large, but whatever the variety 
of the grain it is usualto divide it intotwo 
sizes before reduction begins, For this pur- 

se a rotating sieve, or revolving cylinder, 
semployed. Through its meshes the smaller 
grain falls intoa trough, leaving the larger 
within. 

SCALPING THE BROKEN WHEAT. 

When wheat has passed through the first 
pair of rollers the product is conducted toa 
scaiping reel. This reel is a revolving cylin- 
der, covered witb wire having about 324 
openings tothe squareinch. As the meal is 
carried up its ascending side the flour and 
middlings fail through. The axis of the 
cylincGer is inclined, and the portions of 
wheat stock which cannot get through its 
meshes gradually find their way to the cyiin- 
der’s end or ‘‘tall,’’ there to be taken toa 
second pair of rollers fora second reduction, 
in principle essentially the same as the first. 
To the second pair of rollers succeed others, 
untilia fifth orevena sixth pair is reached. 
Each pair has more corrugations tothe inch 
than its predecessors, and has its two rollers 
placed nearer together. 

In followingthe partly broken wheat to the 
second pair of rollers, we left behind us for 
a moment the flourand middlings due to the 
first pair’s action. These two products, the 
miller reminds us, were delivered by the 
scalping reelasa mixture. He now subdDmits 
themyto a bolting reel, a frame clad with silk,

having hundreds or thousands of apertures to 
the square inch. This reel is cylindrical, a 
form much preferabie to the six-sided shape 
of old patterns. Through its apertures the 
flour readily passes, leaving tbe middlings In 
the reel. in this way scalping and bolting 
reels follow up each successive pair of 
roliers, their meshes gradually becoming 
finer and finer. How much finer depends 
upon the character of the wheat and the 
general conditions under which a mill is 
operated. As a rule the silks run one num- 
ber or size finer ateach reduction. Weare 
shown a variety of cloths, all of European 
make, ranging from 676 to 23.90 meshes to 
the squareinchk. The Curability of these silks 
is astonishing. With soft wheat a reel will 
serve six or seven years and remainin good 
condition. Wheat attracts moisture so read. 
lly from the atmosphere that its dampness 
foretelis a coming storm as certainly as a fail- 
ing barometer. On muggy days bolting tis so 
much retarded that,if possible, the miller 
slows Gown operations. Under his guidance 
we now retrace our steps to where we left the 
bolting reels delivering their middlings. We 
are now to see what becomes of them. Mixed 
as they are with particies of bran, fibre and 
other impurities they goto a separator, con- 
trived upon a principle as simple as itis ef- 
fective. 

PURIFICATION.

BRAN AND ITS TRANSPORTATION. 

Although millers have succeeded in taking 
from their bran almost every particle of 
flour, bran still has value as horse and cattle 
feed. Atfirst this was not understood, and 
many thousand tons of it were cast into the 
Mississippi from the mills at ery 
As now sold throughout the country it is de- 
livered in two brands, one very fine and light 
in color, the other darker and almost as 
coarse as pine sawdust. The prices for these 
products vary from $i4 to$i6 perton. Be- 
cause they are light and chaffy, they 
tney do not bear transportation to a dis- 
tance with profit. Thatis, with bran com- 
pressors as costly an operation as those of 
to-day. Were a cheap, quick bran press 
invented, effective enough to give its output 
a low freight rate to Europe, American flour 
milling would takea long stride forward. It 
is because the European miller can get 
a good price near his door for his bran and 
**shorts’’ that he is able to compete with his 
American rival. Were that one remaining 
advantage taken from him the United States 
would very largely export flour instead of 
wheat, and her milling industry would ex- 
pand accordingly. For the revolution through 
which this great business has passed since the 
adoption of the Hungarian process, the way 
was prepared by gradual improvements 
in the use of old-fashioned millstones. 
These improvements began by increasing 
the space between them for the first grinding 
and lessening it as successive operations fol- 
lowed one another. Thevery popular Drand 
of ‘*patents’’ originated in milis setting their 
burrs in this way and using purifiers of the 
earliest and simplest construction. Now 
that hard spring wheats from the Northwest 
form much the largest part of American 
breadstuffs, the roller mills originally de- 
signed for theirtreatment are manufacturing 
the great bulk of American flour. As these 
mills can be readily adapted toother varieties 
of wheat, they are steadily displacing mills 
ofevery othertype. Since their transplanta- 
tion from Hungary they have Deen improved 
in efficiency and economy in many ways. 

AUTOMATIC LABOR SAVERS. 

By a succession of automatic elevators, pro- 
pellers and carriers, the several products of 
the wheat are conveyed from one machine to 
another without the touch of a human hand, 
and flours of wide variety are brought to- 
gether and blended into the brands which the 
popular palate prefers to flour from a single 
kind of grain. 

By carefully excluding every cause of 
wasteful friction in belts and gears, three 
barrels to three barrels and a quarter of flour 
can now be made in a day for every horse- 
ower of the engine or turDine wheel. In the 
argest milis the pay roll will have but one 
man to every twenty-fiVe barrels of 
dally output. These immense concerns 
find the Hne between profit and loss so 
narrow that they exercise the very closest 
economy. Even sweepings from their floors 
are cleansed and sold. When Hungarian 
brands were first put upon the market their 
manufacturers used to net $1.80 a barre! 
profit. To-day a miller would Bde giad to be 
assured of l0centsa barrei profit. A ques- 
tion of freight no larger than this very dime 
in favor of Duluth, at the head ofthe great 
lakes, is threatening the supremacy of Min- 
neapolis as a milling center. Spurred by 
stern necessity, the tendency in milling is to 
simplify operations. A few yearsagosix re- 
ductions of the wheat were common; how 
five are the rule. Some few millers have 
tried the experiment of taking their grain to 
the milistones after a single roller reduction, 
with how satisfactory a resultis not yet de-
